Two Administrators 
Join Juniata Faculty 

Three new profs and two new 
administrators have been named 
to become members of the Juni¬ 
ata family thus far this summer. 

Conrad Rothrauff, Columbus, 
Ohio, has been appointed instruc¬ 
tor in classical languages. Miss 
Suzanne Axworthy, Raleigh, 
N. C., will become instructor in 
music to teach piano and theory 
courses, and William Merrel, 
Metairie, La., has been named as¬ 
sociate professor of music to su¬ 
pervise vocal instruction. 

Appointed to newly created 
'administrative positions were 
Mrs. Mary Hite Horoschak, Fords, 
N. J., director of residence for 
recently completed East Dormi¬ 
tory, and Charles Bargerstock, 
Lancaster, a Juniata graduate, 
director of development. 

New Sources of Assistance 

Bargerstock’s job has been de¬ 
scribed by President Calvert 
Ellis as having the responsibility 
to “develop new sources of finan¬ 
cial assistance for the college.”

In mid-June, workmen removed 
the age-old slate and the tin cov¬ 
ering the dormers which had been 
damaged by storms and long ex¬ 
posure. The slate was believed 
to be the original on the tower 
roof. 

After minor repairs to wopd- 
work, the sloping roof was re¬ 
covered with -a gray asbestos 
slate. Copper replaced the tin 
over the dormers.

Registration Monday 

Education at Juniata — the 
first session Monday morning at 
8:15 — will be conducted by Dr. 
Morley Mays, dean of the college, 
and will enlighten new students 
on Juniata’s well-planned cur¬ 
riculum. Registration, financial 
settlement and campus tours are 
scheduled to begin at 9 a.m. and 
continue through Monday after¬ 
noon. 

A battery of tests will be given 
to all new students at various in¬ 
tervals during the Freshman Days 
program. Included among these 
are the College Ability Test, Eng¬ 
lish test, Pre-Engineering Ability 
test, and placement tests in lan¬ 
guages, chemistry, and mathe¬ 
matics. 

Meetings with deans, social e- 
vents, recreation and a reception 
at the home of President and Mrs. 
Ellis also are planned by the com¬ 
mittee. 

Before the four-day program is 
completed, the majority of upper¬ 
classmen will return to the cam¬ 
pus. The office of the registrar 
estimated that more than 700 will 
begin classes Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 19.

19. 1949. 

WHETHER you know it or not, you, the in¬ 
coming freshmen, will be in the most enviable 
position on campus. 

Without a doubt you will be the center of at¬ 
traction in life at Juniata during the next few 
months, and quite likely throughout much of the 
entire year ahead. 

Immediately, of course, the upperclassmen will 
survey your ranks for attractive young ladies 
with smiles that say “hello,” musclemen who must 
have arrived early to practice with th,e football 
squad and the “brains” and potential leaders of 
your class. 

But while only a few may immediately draw 
attention, practically every freshman will sooner 
or later fit into this group or that engaged in all 
sorts of activities. Fortunately campus life at 
Juniata is broad enough to allow each student 
some choice in picking his extra-curricular activi¬ 
ties and at the same time limited enough to allow 
him a chance to become familiar with campus life 
in all its aspects.

So new that it is as yet unnam¬ 
ed, the production will contain 
songs composed by Wright with 
lyrics by Mrs. Wright, The versa¬ 
tile Juniata student has also writ¬ 
ten the plot and arranged the 
music and will direct the entire 
production when it is presented 
in Oiler Hall this fall. 

Writing a musicale is nothing 
new to the Wright family. Their 
first attempt, Two for the Heart, 
was quite successful when pre¬ 
sented by a little theatre group 
in southern New Jersey. The 
music for that work was compos¬ 
ed by Pete’s father, with Mrs. 
Wright writing the lyrics. 

In the past Juniata has pre¬ 
sented musicales that have been 


produced on Broadway with 
members of the music and dra¬ 
matics departments handling the 
directing. This year, however, 
everything about the entire pro¬ 
duction will be in student hands. 

The script calls for a large 
cast, and a number of parts will 
be open to freshmen. 

While Wright has been active 
in various campus musical asso¬ 
ciations, he is also active in intra¬ 
mural athletics, the Juniata 
Christian Assoc., the Masque 
(dramatics) and’ Future Teachers. 
He also plays varsity tennis. Last 
spring he gave a piano recital in 
Oiler Hall.

JCA Weighs Idea 
Of All College 
Service For '57-'58 

Chairman oif religious activi¬ 
ties Spencer Ward has announced 
that JCA has been weighing the 
idea of an all college worship 
service which Juniatians could 
attend once a month. 

The present college philosophy 
on this subject is that each stu¬ 
dent should maintain his own 
church affiliation in Huntingdon. 
However, many feel that a com¬ 
munal service would be valu¬ 
able in meeting the needs of stu¬ 
dents. 

Student ministers and visiting 
chaplains would deliver the mes¬ 
sage at this non-compulsory ser¬ 
vice, and the expense of the visit¬ 
ing ministers would be covered 
by student contributions. 

However, the local ministerial 
association as well as the college 
administration and numerous stu¬ 
dents have expressed opposition 
to the proposal. The major ob¬ 
jection is that student attendance 
at such services would not be 
great enough to warrant them, 
spokesmen for these groups 
maintain.

Baseball Team 
Has Best Card 
In. 25 Seasons 

The hitting and pitching of 
Ferril! 'Lefty' Alderfer, senior 
from Souderton, sparked t h e 
varsity baseball team to its best 
record in 25 years. 

Alderfer paced his heavy-hit¬ 
ting teammates with a .431 ave¬ 
rage and posted a 5-1 pitching re¬ 
cord to carry off honors in both 
departments and win the Goodale 
trophy as “most outstanding.” 

An all-around competitor as 
pitcher and outfieldei Alderfer 
won the title as a sophomore with 
.422 and split even in eight pitch¬ 
ing decisions. He finished second 
with .388 last year. 

Freshmen Dominate Team 

This year, he led the freshmen- 
dorninated Indians to 11 victories 
in 14 games, including eight 
straight over Middle Atlantic con¬ 
ference opponents. Not since 1932 
had any Juniata baseball team 
won 11 games. In that year, the 
Indians had a 11-2 record. 

Alderfer slammed 22 hits in 51 
trips and 1 batted in 15 for his .431 
average. His earned run average 
in pitching was 3.30. 

Don Ross, freshman third base- 
man from Harrisburg, was runner 
up to Alderfer with .361 and led 
the team in RBIs with 20. Two 
other freshmen topped .300 for 
Coach Ken Bunn’s club — George 
Harrison, Jerome first baseman, 
with .361 and Ron Moyer, Weiss- 
port outfielder, with .340. 

A freshman pitcher, Pete M - 
Cauley of McKees Rocks, boasted 
the lowest earned run average 
with 2.91 while winning six, los¬ 
ing two.

Football Squad 
Sets Win Pace, 
Takes 6 Of 7 

Aided by the "winningest" 
baseball team in 25 years, Juni¬ 
ata College completed its 1956- 
57 intercollegiate program with 
36 victories against 33 defeats 
in seven sports. 

Coach Ken Bunn’s football 
team topped all sports by win¬ 
ning six out of seven for an .857 
mark. 

The baseball team, also coached 
by Bunn, won 11 and lost 3 to set 
the pace for the Indians this 
spring as the remaining three 
sports had losing records. 

Juniata had not boasted a base¬ 
ball team which won as many as 
11 contests since 1932. That team 
won 11, lost 2 for .846. Three 
later teams had better percentage 
marks than the 1957 team — 1933 
with 8-1 for .889; 1942 with 8-2 
for .800, and 1944 with 5-1 for .833. 

Dr. Arnold Greene’s basketball 
team finished a fourth straight 
winning season with 11 triumphs 
in 21 games. Cross-country ended 
its first season with a winning 
3-1 record under Mike Snider.

Juniata’s educational program, 
in effect since 1938, is considered 
one of the most valuable deve¬ 
lopments in higher education 
The general plan provides that 
every student shall gain a large 
fund of information as well as a 
clear understanding of the place 
his studies hold in the broad field 
of learning, according to the 
catalog. 

A similar program was begun 
s . in. Harvard in 1940, where all 


entering students are required to 
take at least one course in gene¬ 
ral education. .Freshmen are re¬ 
quired to take elementary courses 
“in the three fields of learning — 
the humanities, the social sciences 
and the natqral sciences.” 

Similarly, the greater part of 
the first year’s work at Juniata 
is devoted to introductory courses 
in the three “divisions” of study.

Senate president Dei McQuaide 
expressed the opinion of the Juni¬ 
ata College Student Association 
that “any student government 
must concern itself with the very 
core of the college life (i. e. study) 
to testify its own existence. 1 ’ 

During the discussion which fol¬ 
lowed McQi aide’s proposal. Con¬ 
ference delegates mulled over the 
affairs to be conducted by an edu¬ 
cational chairman (see resolu¬ 
tions. p. 4) and passed a recom¬ 
mendation that said office be es¬ 
tablished. 

The smooth-running conference 
produced a resolution calling for 
a new election procedure which 
would make use of student iden¬ 
tification cards.

IT is a great shock to learn that Leadership 
Conference by a vote of 29-28, recommended that 
Juniata again use the so-called gym initiation in 
its freshman regulations program. 

We can only hope that when the recommenda¬ 
tions comes before the Senate that its members 
will show more maturity than did many of those 
present at the conference. We cannot understand 
how any Senator who has considered the proposal 
can favor it. 

Last year Juniata joined the growing number 
of the nation's colleges that have ruled out hating. 
Now some of the campus "leaders" want to rein¬ 
state a Friday night children's hour when campus 
kiddies can toy'with the freshmen.

SOVIET GAINS—On August 26 the 
Soviet Union released the news to the 
world that they had 
perfected the first 
successful inter- 
zontinental ballistic 
missile. 

This news has 
caused widespread, 
fear f u 1 discussion 
throughout the free 
world and particu¬ 
larly the United 
States. If the claim 

of the Soviets is actually a fact then 
there is indeed much reason for fear. 
Our major cities and our heavy indust¬ 
ry can be destroyed, and we are power¬ 
less to stop the attack. 

Yet to assume that we have lost the 
race for armed superiority and no long¬ 
er have any hope is entirety premature. 
President Eisenhower has pointed out 
the difference and the time lag between 
testing an international ballistic missile 
and putting it into actual production. 
There is no danger of attack in the near 
future. 

Furthermore, when one examines the 


context of the announcement by the 
Soviets, one is led to suspect strongly 
that it is nothing more than a propa¬ 
ganda move. It reads, "A super-long 
distance international multi-stage bal¬ 
listic missile was launched a few days 
age ... The missile flew at a very high, 
unprecedented altitude, Covering a 
huge distance in a brief time, the mis¬ 
sile landed in the target area.” 

Most of the announcement was un¬ 
necessary and was used only for its 
fright value. For example, “super-long 
distance” and “very high, unprecedent¬ 
ed altitude.” Nor was the size of the tar¬ 
get area given. It could have been an 
entire mountain range, or even all of 
Northern Siberia for that matter. 

If the Soviet Union realty has per¬ 
fected an inter-continental ballistic mis¬ 
sile and wants the world to know 
about it, they wouldn’t have couched 
the announcement in such vague ambi¬ 
guities. I for one feel that the only rea¬ 
son for the announcement was to gain 
a victory in the propaganda war. If 
they actually had the missile, they 


would just as soon use it on us as to 
scare us. 

THE FAUBUS FRACAS—It appears 
that Governor Faubus has had his day 
of irrational buffoonery and is going to 
yield to the federal government. How¬ 
ever, no one is realty sure of this in 
light of his past behavior. 

To call out the National Guard to pre¬ 
vent violence when no threat existed 
until after his dramatic move is the 
height of irrationality. To complicate 
matters further by obstructing federal 
law by the unnecessary move causes 
one to suspect that it was the federal 
law that he was aiming at from the 
start. 

There can be little doubt that the 
governor's intent was to prevent inte¬ 
gration and not to prevent violence. If 
this was not his intent, then we must 
assume that he is a man of extremely 
poor judgement, and one wonders how 
he ever got as far as he did in the tough 
world of politics without making an ill- 
fated decision that would mark him as 
unsuited for any responsible political 
office. 

Without question this action has 
made a very bad impression in the eyes 
of the rest of the world. 










The Juniata Indians and Lock 
Haven each scored three touch¬ 
downs in their usual tough pre¬ 
season scrimmage.

Our Opinions 

A Notable Recommendation 

AS indicated by its headline last week, the 
JUNIATIAN considers the proposed 13th senator¬ 
ial position—chairmanship of educational activi¬ 
ties—the most notable recommendation to come 
from this season’s Leadership Conference. 

The creation of such a position would be in 
keeqing with the national trend of college student 
governments to take increased interest in the aca¬ 
demic life of students. 

Juniata already has a number of services that 
such a department would provide, but devoting a 
Senate chair to this area would enable these ser¬ 
vices to be expanded and additional services to be 
added. 

Included in the jurisdiction of the chairman of 
educational activities would be 

1. Freshman academic aid program 

2. Senate used book store 

3. Senior comprehensive exam study groups 

4. Work of the educatioal affairs committee: 

a. Investigate and evaluate student dis¬ 
satisfaction with the educational pro¬ 
gram. 

b. Evaluate courses. 

c. Evaluate an entire department each 
semester. 

d. Evaluate the counseling service of 
the college. 

It appears likely that the future of the proposed 
13th position is bright, but it takes time for such an 
idea to become a reality. Actually the various 
suggested functions of the chairman of educational 
activities were introduced to our campus by former 
Senate president Jim Stayer. It was Del Mc- 
Quaide’s idea to combine the services under a 
single person. The Senate is currently unanimously 
in favor of the proposal. 

The JUNIATIAN joins the growing list of 
supporters of the proposed chairmanship of edu¬ 
cational activities. 


More About Initiation 

SINCE last week’s editorial condemning gym 
initiation, we of the JUNIATIAN staff have re¬ 
ceived numerous ccomments from students and 
alumni, most of them agreeing with our stand 
against hazing. 

We would like to point out that the Senate’s 
10-1 endorsement of gym initiation does not guar¬ 
antee that it will be reinstated. The deans as well 
must favor gym initiation. The fact that the presi¬ 
dent of the college is not particularly in favor of 
this part of the frosh orientation program may 
influence their decision. 

The reason for discontinuing gym initiation two 
years ago were stated in the October 21, 1955, 
JUNIATIAN: 

“The mass hysteria which the initiation invari¬ 
ably arouses, the individuals who get out of hand, 
the danger of injuries even more serious than those 
that have been incurred in the past and the high 
cost of the initiation to the sophomore class were 
among the reasons advanced for this Senate move.” 

The ’55-’56 Senate went on to suggest that com¬ 
munity and college projects for freshmen be sub¬ 
stituted and that more emphasis be placed on 
regulations. 

The JUNIATIAN has consistently been opposed 
to gym initiation for as long as we can remember, 
and we intend to continue to oppose it whether it 
is reinstated or not. 

We would not want to accuse the Senate of 
being unrepresentative, but it does not seem that 
the student body is as hot for gym initiation as its 
government it.

Could it be then,, that much of this trouble and confusion might 
have been avoided had 1 we followed a more logical integration pro- 
Integration seems to be unavoidable; however, many believe 
tnat it sould have been achieved in more of a stepwise, logical fashion.

The South Retreats- 

INTEGRATION STRUGGLE — Gover¬ 
nor Faubus* decision to retreat in the 
face of federal pow¬ 
er and remove the 
troops from the 
high school at Little 
Rock, Ark., has eas¬ 
ed the tension be¬ 
tween southern 
states and federal 
courts for the time 
being. But a long 
and painful legal struggle between the 
two has been developing since the 
Supreme Court’s decision in 1954. 

The southern states appear deter¬ 
mined to fight integration with every 
legal device possible. The state of Ar¬ 
kansas has gone even further and at¬ 
tempted to use force. It is doubtful, 
however, that any other southern state 
will use such drastic measures. 

Already there are 141 new laws in 
the South designed to avoid the Su¬ 
preme Court’s decision. There are plans 
to cut off state funds to any integrated 
school and to shut down public schools 
completely should integration be for¬ 


ced down their throats. 

It will take years of long and involv¬ 
ed processes for the federal govern¬ 
ment to attack each of these 141 sta¬ 
tutes. Any time one of these laws is de¬ 
clared illegal by a federal court the 
state will immediately appeal the de¬ 
cision to a higher court, thus prolong¬ 
ing theprocess of overruling even one of 
these pro-segregation laws. 

Moreover, every time one of these 
laws is finally declared invalid there 
is nothing to prevent the state from 
passing another which will acccomp- 
lish the same purpose. There is little 
doubt that this policy of delaying tac¬ 
tics is going to be used by the South. 

Finally, the constitutional question 
of whether or not the federal govern¬ 
ment has the right to intervene in the 
realm of public education has not as 
yet been fully settled. There are many 
southern governors who will refuse to 
recognize federal authority at all if a 
showdown should occur. 

It is at this point that the personality 
of the President of the United States 
takes on great importance. Eisenhower 


Del McQuaide: THE WORLD THIS WEEK 

has called for moderation in putting the 
Supreme Court’s decision into effect. 
This is perhaps the wisest policy at pre¬ 
sent but if a showdown were to come 
between the fedeal courts and a south¬ 
ern governor who refused to recognize 
any federal authority at all, the issue 
would call for a great deal more action 
by the President than he has exhibited 
thus far. 

We see hat this is, indeed, a complex 
problem. Because of its complexity I 
think that the only thing we can safely 
conclude at the present time is that in¬ 
tegration is going to be a slow and 
difficult process but that it will in¬ 
evitably come. 

AMBASSADOR SATCH TURNS 
DOWN DIPLOMATIC DUTIES— While 
on the subject of presidential leader¬ 
ship it is interesting to note that Louis 
Armstrong has cancelled his scheduled 
tour of the Soviet Union for the U. S. 
government. 

“The President,” he said “had no 
guts.” This is, of course, just one man’s 
opinion, but it is one that is beginning 
to receive widespread acceptance.

We have always maintained that JCA has been 
over-represented at Leadership Conference but 
the current six to one ratio over major campus or¬ 
ganizations is outrageous. 


Furthermore, we doubt if there is anyone in 
the JCA cabinet sigificantly more important than 
the JUNIATIAN business manager, managing 
editor or news editor, WJC's program direccior or 
technical director or the Alfarata's business mana¬ 
ger.

Eligibility requirements for 
these foreign study fellowships 
are United States citizenship, a 
college degree, knowledge of the 
language of the country of appli¬ 
cation and good health.

Attack On Cheating 

THE Senate has taken a commendable step to¬ 
ward eliminating the mass cheating that goes on 
each year during the final examinations. 

In the following letter, which was sent to the 
Faculty Monday, the Senate states its plan: 

“At a recent meeting of the Senate it was de¬ 
cided by a vote of 10-1 that student government 
should make an attempt to combat he academic 
cheating that has plagued Juniata College for in¬ 
numerable years. 

"The Senate recognizes that since the cheat¬ 
ing has been done by only a small portion of the 
student body it is its duty to act to protect the 
decent-minded majority of students. 

"The plan of action, approved after consider¬ 
able discussion by the Senate, was initiated by the 
committee. It is as follows: 

A. 1. That a student proctoring committee be 

created. 

2. This committee to be chosen from the 
senior class by the student Senate upon 
the advice of the Dean of the College. 

3. That one member of this committee be 
selected as chairman by the student 
Senate. 

B. The duties of the student proctoring com¬ 
mittee shall be 

1. To proctor all hourly examinations to 
which they have been invited by the 
faculty member. 

2*_To proctor the final examinations in co¬ 
operation with the Faculty. It is hoped 
that eventually the students could as¬ 
sume all proctoring responsibilities in 
final examinations but it is realized that 
to determine the practicality of such a 
suggestion will require time. 

C. The duties of the chairman of the student 

proctoring committee shall be as follows: 

1. To devise a system of efficient communi¬ 
cation between the student proctoring 
committee and the individual faculty 
members. Probably the best way to do 
this would be to give to the faculty mem¬ 
bers test-locater cards that they could 
return to the committee chairman prior 
to giving an examination. 

2. To schedule the student proctors in ac¬ 
cordance with the desires of the faculty 
members. 

"The Senate feels very ■ strongly that his plan 
will be an important step toward furthering stu¬ 
dent responsibility and maturity. It could possibly 
be the opening wedge to induce the students to ac¬ 
cept an honor system. 

“Therefore, the student Senate respectfully 
requests faculty approval and cooperation for the 
stu-dent-proctoring committee.” 

Each year more and more students succumb to 
cheating.' Cheating is not only unethical in itself, 
but grossly unfair to the student who works for 
his grades. 

We hope that the proposed student-proctoring 
committee quickly becomes a reality and that 
cheating during exams is greatly reduced in the 
near future.

Blatant Inconsistency 

I assume that most of the students who read 
this column have noted the blatent inconsistency 
between the facts and many of the things present¬ 
ed by the editor as facts.

Russian Satellite Implications 


EARTH SATELLITE — THE Soviet 
Union has gained a major victory over 
the U. S. in the 
race for technolo¬ 
gical superiority. 

The launching of 
the first earth sa¬ 
tellite on October 
4 is already making 
important changes 
in the scientific 
world and the in¬ 
ternational power situation. 

At the present time the military and 
political implications are foremost in 
our minds because we have been lock¬ 
ed in a grim arms race with the Soviet 
Union for nearly 10 years. There can 
now be very little doubt that he Soviets 
possess an intercontinental ballistic 


missile capable of hitting any major 
city in the United States with an 
atomic bomb. 

Perhaps even more important is the 
fact that the rest of the world now 
knows it. The Soviet Union can now 
challenge the leadership of the U. S., 
which menas that the neutral block of 
nations will probably grow larger than 
ever before. 

Yet in the long span of time the 
scientific implications will probably be¬ 
come more meaningful. Scientists will 
now be able to determine how round 
the world is, to study the earth's mag¬ 
netic fields, to study the earth's atmos¬ 
phere and many other questions of im¬ 
portance. 

But the most important scientific

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Judiciary Finds Sckaum , Conley This Way Heaven' Cast, Staff Readying 
Not Guilty At First Open Court For Performance Next Week, TV Show 


Dick Schaum and Don "Killer" Conley were found not guilty 
following the first open meeting in the history of the Campus Judi¬ 
ciary, during which they were charged with being the "ring leaders" 
of Monday night's panty raid on East Hall. 


A latter stating the referral, 
submitted by Dean Paul Heber- 
ling, opened the trial Wednesday 
evening before nearly 150 stud¬ 
ents crowded into Founders 
Chapel. Dean Heberling report¬ 
edly chose the two names from 
a list of all those recognized at 
the raid by one of the prosecu¬ 
tion’s witnesses, Senate president 
Dei McQuaide. 

Nurse Barb Over, second wit¬ 
ness for tht prosecution, told the 
Campus Judiciary that she did 
not see Conley in East Hall as it 
had been rumored. Chairman of 
women’s house Janice Gilroy, a 
member of the judiciary, witnes¬ 
sed that she heard Schaum’s 
voice above the others but that 
she did not see him. 

In Class When Planned 

Conley told the court that he 
was in class at the time the raid 
was said to have been planned 
and that he was in the Cloister 
when it occured, 

Schaum admitted that he was 
among those in the mob that 
rushed on East Hall but denied 
that he was a “ring leader.” Both 
defendants introduced numerous 
witnesses. 

Dean Barbara Bechtell served 
as chairman of the trial substi¬ 
tuting for McQuaide who by 
virtue of his Senate preesidency, 
is the court’s chairman. Mc¬ 
Quaide did not have to surrender 
the chair according to the judic¬ 
iary constitution, but chose to do 
so since he was a witness. 
Closed Session 

Prior to the open session the 
Judiciary considered a third case 
at a closed hearing that resulted 
from Monday evening’s activities. 
The defendant charged with 
threatening fellow students with 
a deadly weapon. Because the 
session was closed, details can¬ 
not be released.

Campus Judiciary 
Discusses Policy 
At Initial Meeting 

One of the primary goals of 
Juniata's Campus Judiciary this 
year will be to make it a student 
court, it was decided at the first 
business meeting Monday eve¬ 
ning. 

The Judiciary’s main weakness 
last year was that every refer¬ 
ral except one came from the 
administration. Members stated 
that Juniatians must realize the 
Judiciary is a student organiza¬ 
tion and therefore assume the 
responsibilities that go with 
having such a campus body. 

Among other Judiciary busin¬ 
ess, chairman Del McQuaide sug¬ 
gested that in future years a 
more complete program of or¬ 
ienting freshmen to the Campus 
Judiciary be planned. To imple¬ 
ment the program this year a 
mock trial preceded by a brief 
explanatory statement will be 
held in freshmen assembly Mon¬ 
day. Aliceann Wohlbruck was 
appointed to investigate the pos¬ 
sibility of having printed 
pamphlets of the constitution. 

McQuaide read a letter from 
President Ellis stating that he 
and the board of trustees realize 
that the Judiciary has full au¬ 
thority over infractions of Jun¬ 
iata’s drinking rules. However, 
the Judiciary must uphold col¬ 
lege policy in this area, he stat¬ 
ed. Cases will be decided on in¬ 
dividual merit, not on set reg¬ 
ulations concerning drinking 
violations. 

A recommendation from the 
Ogre Committee asking that the 
Judiciary take strong action 
against ungentlemanly-like be¬ 
havior in the dining hall was 
read and accepted. 

Upon Dean Heberling’s re¬ 
quest the Judiciary decided to 
take jurisdiction over all cases 
concerning violations of JC’s

Sputnik And Russian Science 



Sputnik is still very much in the 
news. But no longer are people in the 
U.S. just interested 
in tracking the sat¬ 
ellite’s course as it 
travels around the 
earth. The concern 
is now of a more 
serious nature. Most 
Americans are wor¬ 
ried about the suc¬ 
cess of the Russian 
scientific advances. Yet they have not 
panicked; there appears to be a calm 


and reasoned attitude developing. The 
majority of Americans favor a “crash” 
program to catch the Russians. It is 
felt that an all-out effort is going to be 
necessary if we are to regain our dom¬ 
inant position.. So strong is this feeling 
that according to Newsweek the Amer¬ 


ican people are willing to pass up a tax 
cut and even allow the national debt 
to be raised beyond its present limit.. 

Another angle to this is President 
Eisenhower’s popularity. I think there 
can be little doubt that his popularity 
will be further undermined by those 
who charge that he is not a man of 
action. While I do not believe this to 
be a just criticism, it will probably 
give the Democrats more ammunition 
for the coming political wars. 

MIDDLE EAST — Russian imperial¬ 
ism raised its head upon the heels of 
the Sputnik propaganda which had 
given the Western governments a bad 
case of jitters. Russian charges that 
Turkey planned to invade Soviet dom¬ 
inated Syria were obviously planned to 
come at a time when Washington and 
London would be confused and ner-

vous because of Sputnik. Perhaps the 
Soviet leaders felt that they could 
gain infiltration into the West’s grip on 
the Middle East by default. The West 
would back down and the Soviets could 
make successful demands upon Tur¬ 
key. 

Such was not the case however. Sec¬ 
retary of State John Foster Dulles 
made it quite clear that the U.S. was 
ready to defend Turkey even if it meant 
going to war with the Soviet Union. 
Furthermore, there is little chance that 
Turkey would attack Syria because of 
her NATO committments. Dulles is to 
be commended for laying it on the line 
to the Russians. The U.S. must grow up' 
to a realistic understanding of power 
politics, and that sometimes means 
even going to war to defend your inter¬ 
est.

noon per week in the Dean of 
Men’s office in Students Hall. 

The plan calls for one con¬ 
ference a week during which the 
members of the guidance service 
will meet to discuss various stu¬ 
dent problems. Referrals to the 
guidance service may come from 
the student, the various deans or 
members of the faculty or admin¬ 
istration, and appointments for 
guidance will be made through 
the secretary of the Dean of 
Men. 

Dr. Hambacher stressed that 
“the formalized guidance service 
does in no way interfere with 
present guidance by deans or fac¬ 
ulty members.” The primary aim 
of the service is “to supplement 
guidance already existing at Jun¬ 
iata.” 

Fees will be limited to the cost 
of materials used in the guidance 
procedure. Generally, fees will 
be charged only for vocational 
guidance since it is in this area 
that tests and other materials are 
required.

Administration Asks 
Direct Senate Action 
On Recent Dorm Raid 

The reading of a letter from 
President Ellis to Senate Presi¬ 
dent Del McQuaide concerning 
the recent panty raid on East 
Hall sparked Senate action Wed¬ 
nesday. 

The notice, in part, read . .1 
do not know of a single raid on a 
women’s dormitory in a coeduca¬ 
tional college which did not re¬ 
sult in the suspension of those in¬ 
volved, and the administration 
cannot countenance the action of 
last Monday evening. Unless the 
students are willing to appropria¬ 
tely deal with the matter, the ad¬ 
ministration will be forced to take 
action.” 

The letter called for: 1 . an ap¬ 
ology to Mrs. Horoschak and the 
nurses, 2 . “Action ... to pay for 
the damage done as well as what¬ 
ever fine the business office will 
levy” and 3. assurance that such 
action will not be repeated. 

Men’s and women’s house com¬ 
mittees will ask for student do¬ 
nations to pay the $150 damage 
that resulted. 

A1 Blough, Gini Nixdorf and 
Ken Fassnacht were appointed to 
meet with Dean Heberling to set 
up new rules concerning automo¬ 
bile regulations. A method of fines 
will be developed for violators and 
restricted parking areas will be 
designated. Student patrolmen 
will be under Senate supervision. 

Val Means reported that the 
student petition requesting a re¬ 
scheduling of the Lycoming foot¬ 
ball game has been presented to 
President Ellis and the athletic 
committee. The faculty will act 
upon it Monday. 

Leroy Forney informed the 
Senate that due to relaxation of 
freshmen regulations the skating 
pond project has yet to be com¬ 
pleted. Another week of work 
should finish this year’s improve¬ 
ments.

The Fall Of Zhukov 

SOVIET POLITICS—It appears that 
Marshall Zhukov is the latest victim of 
the power struggle 
that has been raging 
inside the Kremlin 
since the death of 
Stalin. A war hero, 
popular with the 
people and the 
army, Zhukov’s 
star rose swiftly 
after the death of 
Stalin. Last June 
he became a member of the Presidium 
which rules the party which in turn 
rules the nation. Although removed 
from the post of Defense Minister in 
the government, there hasn’t been any 
word as yet concerning his status with¬ 
in the party. 

However, if Zhukov was removed 
from the government because of a 
showdown with Khruschev it is fairly 
certain that he will soon be removed 
from the ruling clique of the party. 
This will mean disgrace for the man 
credited with saving Moscow from the 
Nazi onslaught. 


JOHN FOSTER DULLES—Meanwhile, 
our Secretary of State Dulles has war¬ 
ned the people of the United States of 


the possibility of a "red adventure" 
designed to divert attention away from 
the Soviet government's internal pro¬ 
blems. This technique has been used by 
totalitarian governments throughout 
history and there is every possibility 
that the Communists would use it 
should ihe Russian people begin to 
openly disapprove of the power struggle 
in the Kremlin. The United States and 
the rest of ihe free world will have to 
be on fheir guard. 

DISARMAMENT—Monday the Soviet 
Union in a surprise move proposed 
that the disarmament talks be shifted 
from the 12 country UN Disarmament 
Commission to a meeting of the entire 
82 nations of the world. The move 
was primarily diplomatic. The Middle 
and Far East nations have been press¬ 
ing for greater participation in the dis¬ 
armament talks and will probably fav¬ 
or the Soviet proposal. 

The U. S., however, has branded- the 
proposal as impractical and charged 
that the Soviet Union actually doesn’t 
want any disarmament agreement. This 
is just another attempt to place the 
blame for the arms race on the U. S.

Yet one can'i help wondering if there 
might not be some validity to the pro¬ 
posal. It is apparent that the United 
States and the Soviet Union will never 
come to any agreement because their 
distrust of each other is too deeprooied. 
If ihere is going to be any disarmament, 
another power factor is going to have 
to be added to the present situation. 
This factor could possibly be the weight 
of opinion of the rest of fhe United 
Nations. At the very least, the pressure 
coming from a meeting of 82 nations 
would be greater than thal coming from 
10 nations. Perhaps it would then be 
diplomatically necessary for the Soviet 
Union to drop some of her unreason¬ 
able demands concerning disarmament. 

FRENCH CRISIS—At the risk of re¬ 
porting completely incorrect and out¬ 
dated news, reports from France indi¬ 
cate that a young, radical financial wiz¬ 
ard will be the next man to attempt to 
form a cabinet in the French govern¬ 
ment. If he is unsuccessful, the French 
will have to continue their quest for a 
man so devoid of political and govern¬ 
mental opinions that he will be accept¬ 
able to everyone from Catholics to 
Communists.

Idea Passes 
Senate, Faculty 

STEP TOWARD HONOR SYSTEM

Juniata has taken the first step 
toward the establishment of the 
long-anticipated honor system. 

Next week will see the initia¬ 
tion of what is being termed the 
"student proctor service" organi¬ 
zed through the combined efforts 
of the Senate and the Faculty. 
For many years the possibility of 
an honor system has been discus¬ 
sed, a system whereby each stu¬ 
dent would be his own ‘over¬ 
seer’ during tests, leaving the 
professors free to concentrate on 
other work without constant 
checking. It is hoped that the stu¬ 
dent proctor service will open 
the way for an honoh system at 
Juniata. 

Although the final details have 
not yet been completed, a joint 
resolution, passed by the Senate 
at its meeting October 31 and by 
the Faculty last Monday has pre¬ 
pared the program for its first 
trial. According to Del McQuaide, 
Senate president, about 35 juniors 
and seniors will be involved in 
this plan, and all Senate and Ju¬ 
diciary members are automatical¬ 
ly included. 

Students Take Charge 

These students will take charge 
in the classroom durig tests and 
exams not so much to report 
cheating as to accuston Junia¬ 
tians to the presence of contem¬ 
poraries rather then superions 
and to create an atmosphere not 
conducive to cheating. It is hoped 
that in time these proctors may 
be removed and students tested 
under the sole authority of their 
consciences.

Fast Work 

THE Senate is to be commended for the speed with which 
they set up the student proctor committee. 


We think that this innovation will do much to raise the level 
of student responsibility on campus. 

Monday the Faculty approved the following resolution 
soon to be presented jointly with the Senate to the student 
body. It points out the reasons for and aims of a student proc¬ 
tor system. 


"We are deeply concerned with the problem of raising the 
level of academic honesty at Juniata College. 

"We recognize the weight of a traditional code on American 
campuses that frowns on any positive action by students a- 
gainst a fellow student who may be involved in academic dis¬ 
honesty. We believe, however, that the overwhelming majori¬ 
ty of students are not only completely honest in assignments 
and tests, but disapprove of the few who indulge in dishonest 
practices. 

“In the hope of making Juniata College a finer community, 
we wholeheartedly endorse a proposal originating with stu¬ 
dents on our campus, namely to encourage students to share 
with the faculty the responsibility of proctoring examinations. 

“The student-faculty proctoring plan will be initiated for 
course tests, and will be extended as rapidly as possible to 
include final examinations. 

"Details of the program are yet to be worked out. but we 
are agreed that the purpose is not primarily to catch cheaters. 
It is rather to make dear that the campus as a whole considers 
cheating to be anti-social and unacceptable, and thereby to 
deter any student who might be tempted to take unfair advan¬ 
tage of his classmates in this way.

Probab¬ 
ly .the real reason is that he was 
gaining too much power and pres¬ 
tige for Khruschev to feel com¬ 
fortable in his position as leader 
and perhaps even dictator of Rus¬ 
sia. 

I do not think, however, that 
his success at this point means

Exploding for four touchdowns in the third period, JC continu¬ 
ed its winning ways by dumping a stubborn Wilkes eleven 38-0 be¬ 
fore a record Homecoming-Parents Day crowd of 2500. 

Unbeaten in four contests this season and nine straight over 
the past two years, the Indians 
also extended their home win 
streak to 22 on College Field. 

Wilkes playing a hard game 
and using only 17 men, held Juni. 
ata to a 6-0 margin at halftime. 
Three touchdown drives were 
stymied as the Indians fumbled 
on each occasion. The Tribe had 
a 15-3 advantage in the first down 
department before the mid-game 
ceremonies. 

Fullback Bill Berrier, who was 
chosen “back of the game” for 
the second consecutive week, 
broke the game loose with a 52- 
yard pass interception for a TD 
in the third period to pace the 
Juniata offensive attack. Berrier 
gained 112 yards rushing. 

First Touchdown 

Juniata’s first touchdown oc¬ 
curred in the second period after 
a 64-yard drive with quarterback 
Bob Schwalenberg scoring on a 
17-yard roll out. 

After Berrier’s TD in the third 
period uprising, brother Jim Ber¬ 
rier scored on a twisting 20-yard 
run, Dick Ott plunged over from 
the one and Joe Sopata tallied on 
7-yard inside reverse. Bill Ber¬ 
rier and Dave Goodling added ex¬ 
tra points during the explosion. 

The Tribe's final score came in 
the fourth period when Goodling 
threw a 25-yard aerial to end 
Jim Seacrist.

Faculty Rules Out 
Lycoming Chances 

The faculty vetoed any possibi¬ 
lity of rescheduling the Lycoming 
football game after the regular 
season. 

Student clamor for the game 
resulted in a Senate petition re¬ 
questing that action be taken. The 
Senate presented their petition to 
the faculty committee on physical 
education and athletics who in 
turn sent it to the Faculty with¬ 
out specific recommendation for 
action. 

The Faculty, after looking into 
all factors involved, took the posi¬ 
tion that it did not favor re-sche¬ 
duling the game. 

The reasons for the decision 
were summed up in a letter to 
the Senate as follows: 

1. The risk of injury to any 
player caused by the limited time 
to recover between a game with 
Ursinus on Saturday, November 
23, and a game on Wednesday, 
November 27. 

2. The unwillingness to play 
Lycoming at the risk of injury in 
the light of Lycoming’s earlier 
request to cancel the game be¬ 
cause it considered health and 
well-being of its players more im¬ 
portant than the game. 

3. The lack of time to prepare 
for a game with a recognized 
strong opponent, such as Lycom¬ 
ing, which does not have a game 
scheduled on Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 23, and would have 10 days 
to prepare compared to three for 
Juniata. 

4. The possibility that student 
support would not be as great be¬ 
cause of the beginning of Thanks¬ 
giving recess at noon Wednesday, 
November 27.

CZAR OF DEFENSE — The 
United States government has 
finally respond¬ 
ed to the chal¬ 
lenge of the sput¬ 
niks. 

Eise n h o w e r 
has named Presi¬ 
dent James Kil¬ 
lian of Massach¬ 
usetts Institute 
of Technology as 
"czar" of our defense coordina¬ 
tion. It appears that our missile 
program is to be enlarged and 
speeded up considerably. Killian's 
organization will be given prior¬ 
ity on vital raw materials, tech¬ 
nology and scientists. 

Meanwhile the Army has been 
ordered to give top priority to 
launching a satellite with its most 
powerful missile, the Jupiter C. 
Previously the satellite program 
had been at the bottom of the 
priority list and is one of the rea¬ 
sons why Russia has been able 
to outdistance the United States. 
STEVENSON APPOINTED — 
After some confusion caused by 
James Haggerty the White House 
announced on Wednesday that 


Adlai Stevenson had agreed to 
act as Democratic consultant on 
pulling the Atlantic Alliance clos¬ 
er together. 

This means that Stevenson will 
have some weight in determining 
the foreign policy of the United 
States. However, he will prob¬ 
ably only give advice on policy as 
initiated by the Administration 
rather than make concrete policy 
suggestions on his own. 

Perhaps Ihis is unfortunate; 
Stevenson has some penetrating 
ideas about foreign policy. But 
because Dulles and Eisenhower 
have followed a different course 
these ideas have neven been put 
into practice. 

Yet, on the other hand, it 
would be a mistake for Steven¬ 
son to use his new position to 
work at cross purposes with the 
the men who hired him. The re¬ 
sult could only be confusion, 
Stevenson’s dismissal and the 
growth of partisanship in our for. 
eign policy. Nevertheless, let’s 
hope Stevenson is able to make 
some significant contributions. 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNISM 
—The Communist party of the 
Soviet Union is again attempting 
to gain control of the interna¬ 



tional communist movement. 

Last week the leaders of all 
important communist nations met 
in Moscow during the celebration 
of the November Revolution. 
Word has leaked out that ex¬ 
treme pressure was put on the 
visiting dignitaries to agree to 
the establishment of a new Com- 
inform. 

If the Soviet Union is able to 
reestablish its control of inter¬ 
national communism, it will be a 
surprise. Yugoslavia surely will 
object and refuse to join as they 
have in the past. Riding the fence 
between Russia and the Unitei 
States has proved too possible. 

The Italian Communist party 
has stated that it thinks any such 
move would be unwise in light 
of the Russian brutality in Hun¬ 
gary. 

However, it will be a different 
story with Poland and China. Both 
are experiencing severe difficul¬ 
ties. Because they need Soviet 
assistance very badly, they are in 
no position to decline. 

With this division in the com¬ 
munist camp even if a new Com- 
inform is established, it is doubt¬ 
ful that it will have very much 
authority or be all inclusive.

New Weapons For NATO 


MISSILE SPEED-UP — The de¬ 
fense department announced 
Tuesday that production of inter¬ 
mediate range missiles is to be in¬ 
creased considerably. The weap¬ 
ons will then be deployed among 
NATO nations that surround the 
Soviet Union and should add to 
our ability for massive retalia¬ 
tion in the event of Soviet aggres¬ 
sion against any NATO nation. 

This will mean that the govern¬ 
ment will have to spend 1% bil¬ 
lion dollars more in the present 
fiscal year than they had antici¬ 
pated. However, Eisenhower had 
already promised a balanced bud¬ 
get and will probably be subject 
to criticism from some quarters, 
because it is fairly certain that 
the government will now have to 
engage in deficit spending. 

But there is little doubt that 
the American people will be will¬ 
ing to give up a balanced budget 
in return for security. President 
Eisenhower said in a recent 
speech that he did not think the 


American people are willing to 
"sacrifice security to worship a 
budget." 

As the Soviet Union continues 
to conquer new frontiers in the 
scientific armaments race, 
thoughts of a balanced budget 
will gradually fade into the back¬ 
ground. 

SOVIET - EGYPTIAN AGREE¬ 
MENT — Nasser’s Egypt has 
moved further into the Russian 
camp as the result of a new eco¬ 
nomic-military agreement be¬ 
tween the two nations. Russia has 
agreed to give military assistance 
to Egypt because their ally has 
been experiencing severe eco¬ 
nomic troubles that result from 
the necessity of having to spend 
such a large portion of their bud¬ 
get for a military machine. Fur¬ 
thermore, this military machine 
proved itself to be only second- 
rate in the recent war with Isarel. 

Thus the Soviet aid will have 
a two-fold internal economic po¬ 
sition—releasing money from the 
military machine and also pro-

viding the Egyptian army with 
greater strength than it now pos¬ 
sesses. Both aspects are, of course, 
necessary if Nasser wishes to re¬ 
tain his grip on the government 
and if the Soviet Union wishes to 
maintain its foothold in the Mid¬ 
dle East.

Indian Scoring Attack 
Crushes Albright Lions 
For llth Straight Win 

The fired-up JC Indians dis¬ 
played a powerful scoring at¬ 
tack by gaining a 40-13 victory 
over the Lions of Albright Col¬ 
lege. 

The undefeated, untied Tribe, 
who have an 11-game win streak 
over the past two seasons, jump¬ 
ed to an overwhelming 34-0 
halftime margin and virtually 


present campaign. It is the first 
time that Juniata defeated Al¬ 
bright in the seven game series. 

As soon as the Indians gained 
possession of the pigskin they 
jumped to an early first period 
lead when Bill Berrier took a 
direct snap from center and toss¬ 
ed a 37-yard scoring aerial to Bob 
Schwalenberg.

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$600 Charge 
Brings Protest 
From Senate 

.When a bill for $600 was pre¬ 
sented-to them Wednesday eve¬ 
ning for damage to an infirmary 
door during the recent panty 
raid, the Senate voted to protest. 

The Administration, after first 
estimating the cost of repair at 
$150, gave the Senators a $600 tab, 
$425 for repair of the door and

NOTHING has been done so far to prevent the mud a-

Del McQuaide: THE WORLD THIS WEEK 

EISENHOWER STRICKEN ILL AGAIN—Last week Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower suffered his third major illness since first 
assuming the presidency in 1952. 

This time the White House termed it a 
“cerebral occlusion.” In 1955 Ike suffered 
a heart attack that incapacitated him for 
months. In June of 1956 emergency sur¬ 
gery for ileitis caused considerable specu¬ 
lation over whether or not Ike should run 
for a second term. 

One of the reasons that he did run for 
reelection again is his amazing power of 
recovery. This was brought out clearly in his most recent ill¬ 
ness. Tuesday he suffered the stroke and Thursday he at¬ 
tended church. Despite his many illnesses he is a man ef 
strong constitution. 

Unfortunately, his recent illness came at a lime of serious 
crises for our country. Soviet successes in the rockel-saltelite 
field has challenged our country's security and leadership in 
the world. Today more than ever we need a vigorous leader; 
we cannot win with an invalid. 

. ,£ not £? r serious consequence is the bad effect upon our 
NATO allies who regard the president as their leader. Cer- 
tainly “tricky Dick” Nixon would be a poor substitute for Ike 
at the NATO conference scheduled for December 16 in Paris. 
Nixon possesses neither the prestige nor the spiritual depth 
necessary to represent the United States to a group of fright¬ 
ened European diplomats. 

Of course, at home the White House and the President’s 
official family can carry on business as usual Already a flex¬ 
ible committee of his advisors and cabinet members lias made 
two important decisions, one of which, incidentally, thev 
later had to repudiate. One decision authorized the combat 
production of intermediate range missiles. The other stated 
^ at it could be “assumed” that the President would not attend 
the NATO conference. The Presiderit, however, decided that 
he would go if his doctors gave him permission. 

This brings up the question of the role of the Vice-Presi¬ 
dent when the President is unable to carry out his duties The 
Constitution is vague at this point. It says that the Vice-Presi¬ 
dent shall take 6ver when the President is disabled, but it does 
not say who is to determine when the President is disabled. 
It seems the better part of wisdom to remedy this defect in 
light of our recent experience. It is humorous though, that we 
never think of fixing the roof except when it's raining. 
ALGERIAN DILEMMA—The French Empire continues t? 
crumble. The militant nationalism of the Algerian Arabs has 
torn the country in two. What is worse the drain of money 
and manpower on France has seriously injured its political 
and economic life. Three Frencch governments have failed 
as the result of the civil war, and bitterness has developed 
between France and her allies because arms into a neighbor¬ 
ing nation, Tunisia.

Administration

In the future any fines for 
damages will be set up by the 
Judiciary. In the case of damage 
the Judiciary is to try to deter¬ 
mine the person or persons re¬ 
sponsible and if they can not, 
they are to advise the Adminis¬ 
tration as to who should pay the 
damage. 

If the students themselves col¬ 
lect the fine, only the actual cost 
will be charged. If it is necessary 
for the Administration to collect 
it, there will be a slight additional 
charge to cover clerical costs. 

The Judiciary will formally re¬ 
ceive this pcywer upon petitioning 
the Administration for it. The 
whole matter was discussed in a 
closed.session in Senate Wednes¬ 
day evening, but no report was 
issued by that body for publica¬ 
tion.

IT looks like the Administration will drop the 175-dollar 
fine attached to the 425-dollar bill for the door broken in 
East Hall during the panty raid.

installation, would be $495.’’

The Administration's Sacred Deer 

ED. NOTE—The following letter, while it may seem 
irrelevant at this point, is fairly indicative of general student 
opinion during the recent hassle over disciplinary fines. 

EVENTS of the past several weeks seem to reveal that 
the ideas of justice on Juniata’s campus have regressed to 
those of a feudal state. 

Mass fines, analogous to medival taxes, have been leveled 
for what must be called spiteful reasons. Since the “lord” 
could not discover who was shooting his “sacred” deer, the 
entire community was taxed a ridiculous sum for the offense. 
So we too are now returned to that type society. 

Surely, if someone were to ... vandalize a store in down¬ 
town Huntingdon, those responsible for justice... would not 
assess a fine to the entire town for the offense of a few. Not 
so at Juniata. We’re back in the “good old days” of eye for eye 
and tooth for tooth. 

Lest I be misunderstood, let me say that most of the stu¬ 
dent body feels that such actions should be punished—if the 
offenders are found. If this cannot be done, then why punish 
those who are innocent... 

So students, I believe we should think of these things the 
next time the “sheriff of Nottingham” comes collecting his

Subliminal Monster 

THE ultimate in hidden persuasion advertising — ads 
which the TV viewer doesn’t even realize are being beamed 
at him—has come in for heavy attack by ad men and U. S. 
Congressmen. 

One Congressman, Rep. William A. Dawson (R-Utah) 
feels that the “secret pitch” is so dangerous that he has called 
upon the Federal Communications Commission to request all 
TV stations to prohibit its use pending full investigation of 
the process by the FCC. 

The new leshnique, which is receiving such wide atten¬ 
tion, is called subliminal advertising. It plants its message in 
the TV or movie viewer's subconscious mind by intermittent 
split-second flashes too fast to be noted by the eye. The viewer 
is defenseless against the subtle persuasion because he is 
unconscious of the stimuli. It works so fast it is below the 
"threshold" of his awareness. 

Does the new process work? The motivational researcher 
who developed the technique points to the results of a 6- 
week test in a New Jersey movie theatre. During the course 
of the picture, patrons were bombarded with invisible mes¬ 
sages urging them to eat popcorn and drink Coke. Test re¬ 
cords show average sales increase during the period of 57.5 
percent in popcorn, 18.8 percent in Coke. 

It is interesting to note the source of demands that the 
new technique be subjected to government control. In addi¬ 
tion to the 15 to 20 Congressmen who have asked the FCC to 
act, spokesmen for the advertising industry, and even the in¬ 
ventors of the process have said their "frankensiein" should 
be controlled. 

Writes Dr. Steuart Britt, ,North western University mar¬ 
keting prof, in Advertising Age, trade journal of the advertis¬ 
ing fraternity: “If children and adults can be persuaded to 
ingest soft drinks and blown up grains of heated com with¬ 
out even knowing that they are being persuaded, why not 
hard drinks and sleeping pills?” 

Shudders the Washington Post in an editorial titled 
Subliminal Salesmanship: “While you are in a state of civic 
ecstacy, for example, over Mr. Matthews’ latest home run (or 
Mr. Mantle’s or Mr. Aaron’s or Mr. Berra’s) they will slide on 
the screen, for just one second, a transparent command to 
guzzle up at once on Schwizzle, the beer that’s really real, or 
on Schwozzle, the beer that’s really wet.” 

Meanwhile, admitting that there is some indication that 
television viewers already have been subjected to the in¬ 
visible treatment, FCC chairman John Doerfer announced 
that his agency is investigating the new technique to deter¬ 
mine whether it should be barred. If so, the- next question 
will be whether the FCC has legal authority to act or would 
need new legislation. 

Let us hope that this potential ogre is anihilated before 
it gets an opportunity to prey on our subconscious beings.

WIRE TAPPING — The U. S. 

Supreme Court ruled unanimous¬ 
ly Monday that 
wire tap eviden¬ 
ce obtained from 
state officials 
acting under 
state laws can¬ 
not be used in 
cases coming 
within f e d e r a' 
jurisdiction. 

Until this decision federal of¬ 
ficials had been prohibited from 
obtaining wire tap evidence to 
be used in Federal Courts, but 
nothing had been said about us¬ 
ing wire tap evidence coming 
from state or private sources. 

Chief Justice Earl Warren said 
that distinction concerning the 
source of wire tap evidence were 
void. He said, "Distinctions de¬ 
signed to defeat the plain mean¬ 
ing of the statute will riot be 
countenanced." 

The implications of this deci¬ 


sion are of immediate importance. 
Notorious James R. Hoffa, presi¬ 
dent of the Teamsters’ Union is 
soon to go on trial for perjury. 
Federal prosecutors have said 
they planned to use wire tap evi¬ 
dence given to them by New York 
State officials for Hoffa’s case. 

If the federal prosecutors plan¬ 
ned to use it as the basis for the 
trial there is no question that they 
now will be forced to drop the 
charges. Should this happen Hoffa 
would become president of the 
teamsters in spite of the United 
States government and the over¬ 
whelming majority of popular 
opinion. 

This appears to be outrage¬ 
ous at first glance, but if it be¬ 
comes a question of surrendering 
our civil liberties or allowing a 
rackateer to control a corrupt 
union, I for one, prefer to let the 
union elect Frank Costello if they 
so desire. The rights of the indi¬ 
vidual are far more important to

the public than the necessity for 
honest unionism. 

SATELLITE FAILURE — The 
United States is once again turn¬ 
ing an embarrassed countenance 
toward the rest of the world. Our 
first attempt to send a tiny satel¬ 
lite skyward ended in miserable 
failure. The 3-stage rocket did not 
even get off the launching plat¬ 
form with a six pound ball, 
whereas the Russians had previ¬ 
ously sent a half-ton satellite into 
an orbit around the earth. 

If we are not successful soon, 
our position as leader of the free 
world may be seriously damaged. 
One of the most important factors 
in maintaining the morale of ihe 
western world in the face of Rus¬ 
sian imperialism has been the il¬ 
lusion o f the overwhelming 
superiority of the Uniied States. 
Russia’s spectacular Bolshevik 
Revolution went a long way to¬ 
ward inducing the neutrals to 
overlook the atrocities of the 
Hungarian Revolution.

WITH this issue the JUNIATIAN will pack up its present 
editor and via promotions soon find itself under new manage¬ 
ment — but not without this swansong. 

First of all, a big thank-you to the staff, not only because 
they were so cooperative and efficient, but also because they 
worked together much more harmoniously than members of 
similar organizations usually do. This lessened considerably 
the pressure of the cumbersome task of turning out a news¬ 
paper each week in our spare (?) time. 

Especially do I want to thank my managing editor. Barb 
Walls. The managing editor is the pivot around which all de¬ 
partments of a newspaper revolve. It is a position of great 
responsibility, requiring on-the-spot decisions and unusual 
leadership. 

Barb, an unostentatious worker, performed her duties 
with commendable efficiency. My best wishes to her and the 
JUNIATIAN in the coming year. 


A word of appreciation is due those people not on the 
staff with whom we often came into contact. Student govern¬ 
ment was notably cooperative. Not once did they attempt to 
take advantage of the campus weekly nor were they ever 
deaf to our suggestions and opinions. 

As for the college Administration, I can report that they 
are far from being the austere negativists some students 
picture them as being. True, they do not always agree with us 
and at times act with less haste than we would like, but I 
have found everyone from the president to the institutional 
manager to be most genial and cooperative. 

Particularly noteworthy is the respect they showed for 
JUNIATIAN policies and views. They were never dogmatic, 
and they never even attempted to prevent students from ex¬ 
pressing their views. For this we are most grateful.

Next I feel obliged to report to the student body concern¬ 
ing the progress we feel we have made on the JUNIATIAN 
during the past year or so. We feel a responsibility to make 
such a report since we spend your money and since we rep¬ 
resent your school and, what is more, you yourselves to off- 
campus readers. 

There have been many changes made in the JUNIATIAN 
during the past two years, and much credit for these changes 
goes to the preceding editor, Joan McClure ’57, who set the 
pace for a revitalized JUNIATIAN, and the current managing 
editor, Miss Walls. Among the changes are: 

1. Editors and business department managers have been 
increased from seven or eight to 15. This increased spread 
in work and responsibility means that things formerly left 
undone or only partly done are now done well. 

2. A new system for providing photography has increas¬ 
ed JUNIATIAN “art,” at the same time relieving department 
and managing editors from the responsibility of securing it. 

3- A "beat" system has been introduced which should 
insure complete coverage of campus activities. 

4. A JUNIATIAN style guide defines policy concerning 
technical aspects of writing, and reporters are encouraged to 
conform via a testing program and regular criticism. 

5. A definite schedule is followed as closely as possible 
to insure efficiency and a JUNIATIAN that is "on time." As¬ 
signment cards help keep reporters on schedule. 

6. Advertising has been cut to two-thirds the ’55-’56 a- 



7. We have attempted to improve layout by standardiz¬ 
ing headline type, devising a distinctive nameplate and col¬ 
umn heads and providing more contrast in layout. We have 
joined the trend to emphasis on the horizontal in layout. 
****** 

But in spite of these and other improvements and the 
high recognition given it by the Associated Collegiate Press, 
the JUNIATIAN cannot and will not stop here. 

Work toward specific improvements must be accompanied 
by an ever constant guard against laxity or injustice in 
campus government and other student organizations and 
those responsible for the administration of the college. 

And speaking of laxity, the JUNIATIAN itself must 
never fall prey to this evil. In addition to being editorially 
influential the campus weekly must strive for completeness 
and accuracy of coverage. 

Finally, a word to the students represented by the JUNIA¬ 
TIAN. It is not often that a student body shows so much in¬ 
terest in a campus newspaper, yet the more concern students 
show for their newspaper the better it will be. If they dis¬ 
agree with something said editorially or if they think an 
important area is being neglected, they have a responsibility 
to say so—where it counts. 

We realize that we cannot agree with everyone, and, 
moreover, good editors thrive on criticism. If the students 
keep the staff “on the ball,” the newspaper will be effective 
and representative. 

A campus newspaper can be effective and influential, or 
it can be so much froth. Because the JUNIATIAN is com¬ 
pletely free of outside influence it can be as effective as its 
staff chooses to make it. 

Good luck to the new staff as they continue to make the 
JUNIATIAN an important voice in campus affairs.

Ikes Actions Not 

For the past several weeks the 
people of the United States and 
of the world have had an excel¬ 
lent opportunity to view the 
capabilities and policies of their 
leader. President Eisenhower. 
What they have seen has not been 
comforting. 

First, it has become apparent 
that his administration allowed 
the United States to fall behind in 
the missile-satellite race. There 
are two basic reasons. President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State Dulles have been too in¬ 
flexible in their determination of 
what constitutes an adequate mili¬ 
tary defense. 

They seem to have believed 
that we could hide behind the 
hydrogen bomb and the Strate¬ 
gic Air Command forever. They 
were unable to comprehend the 
nature of the technological rush 
of the Soviet Union. 

Furthermore, Eisenhower al¬ 
lowed the Congress to force an 


Reassuring 

economy binge on the govern¬ 
ment at a time when the country 
could ill afford to pinch their 
purse strings. 

Even now. in the face of great 
danger, Ike promises there will 
be no new taxes. This is not a 
time for economy; the people of 
the United States are willing to 
pay taxes if they understand the 
need for them. It is up to Eisen¬ 
hower to demonstrate this need, 
not back away under the guise of 
wanting to save our money. 

Second, Eisenhower’s inflexibi¬ 
lity and even ineptness was 
demonstrated at the recent NATO 
conference. He and Dulles decid¬ 
ed to convince our allies that it 
was unnecessary and useleess to 
attempt negotiation with the 
Soviet Union. They argued that 
the way to avert the new threat 
of the Soviet Union is to estab¬ 
lish missile bases in the NATO 
countries. 


Del McQuaide: THE WORLD THIS WEEK 

The world will gain nothing 
from a refusal to negotiate with 
the Soviet Union except an in¬ 
tensification of the arms race. 
Eisenhower must realistically ac¬ 
cept the fact that the Soviet 
Union is here to stay and we 
might as well try to get along 
with them. Surely the differen¬ 
ces between the Soviet Union and 
the United States are not so great 
that we can no longer negotiate. 

Having decided to pursue this 
policy of non-negotiation, Eisen¬ 
hower was not able to sell it to 
our allies in NATO nor has he 
been able to even convince the 
American public. The NATO 
nations properly insisted that 
further negotiations were desira¬ 
ble to further armaments which, 
in effect, turn their countries into 
vulnerable war bases for the 
United States. 

The United States is in grave

Juniata is one of 14 privately- 
supported colleges in Pennsylva¬ 
nia which has been awarded a 
grant of $4,000 by the DuPont 
Company ‘'to help maintam their 
records of strength in chemical or 
technical education.”

U. S. Joins Russia In Space 


THE EXPLORER— After four months of 
continued frustration and failure the 
United States has finally 
launched a successful 
earth satellite into orbit. 

On the evening of Janu¬ 
ary 31 a new chapter of 
American scientific a- 
chievement had been 
opened, for the Army 
fired a Jupiter-C missile 
containing a tiny satel 
life named the Explorer. 

The rocket which propelled the Explor¬ 
er into its orbit was composed of a modi ¬ 
fied Redstone missile with three additional 
booster stages made up from the Army's 
tactical missile, the Sergeant. These four 
combined rocket stages hurled the satel¬ 
lite seventeen hundred miles out into 
space. The instruments of the Explorer 


are to measui*e cosmic rays, the frequen¬ 
cy of meteorite particles and devices for 
measuring the air’s temperature. 

While the Explorer has broken the 
Soviet monopoly of outer space, and the 
United States has. at last, answered Nikita 
Khrushchev's invitation "to join" Russia 
in space, we are still far behind Russia in 
the conquest of outer space. As Werther 
Von Braun, technical director of the 
Army’s Ballistic Missile Agency has re¬ 
minded us, "What we have in orbit now is 
only a rival in spirit to Sputnik." Never¬ 
theless the Explorer has provided the pys- 
'-hological stimulation which the United 
States has been desperately in need of 
both at home and on the international 
scene. 

THE UNITED ARAB REPUBLIC v. THE 
BAGHDAD PACT — In the turbulence 
which dominates the Middle East a new 
political entity has been formed which

has the potential of being a unified force 
against the pro-western countries of the 
Middle East. On February 1, at Cairo, 
Presidents Nassar and al-Kuwatly signed 
a joint edict announcing the merger of 
Egypt and Syria under the title of the 
United Arab Republic. 

The new state is to have one unified 
Cabinet and Parliment, a common flag, a 
single foreign policy of “positive neutral¬ 
ism,” while Egypt’s Nassar will be Presi¬ 
dent (in actuality dictator) and Syria’s 
al-Kuwatly, Vice-President. With the 
strong feeling of nationalism (Pan-Arab- 
ism) sweeping the Middle East his pro¬ 
clamation seems more than just a “paper 
alliance”, as other nations may soon join 
this merger, thus making it a‘formidable 
force opposed to the Middle Eastern 
Treaty Organization. 

The Baghdad Pact which is Secretary of 
State Dulles' bridge between NATO in

Europe and SEATO in Asia came close to 
collapsing last week at the conference in 
Ankara. With the loosely formed alliance 
on the verge of dissoluiion, Dulles stated 
"that the Baghdad Pact can be confident 
that the United States' mobile power of 
great force would, as needed, be brought 
to bear against any Communist aggressor." 

Though the U. S. still has not commit¬ 
ted itself to full membership, we still have 
given ample assurance of direct military 
aid to the Baghdad powers in the event 
of Red aggression. The Pact was also 
strengthened by joint projects for econo¬ 
mic improvement and a Combined Mili¬ 
tary Planning Staff under the dirertjon of 
Lieut. General Ekrem Akalin of Turkey. 
As the Middle Eastern rivalries have split 
the Arab world into two power camps a 
“balance of power” seems to be develop¬ 
ing. 
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Editorially Speaking . . . 

The Probation Problem 

WHEN almost one seventh of the student body is 
placed on probation at the close of a school term, some¬ 
thing more must be attributed to the fact than mere 
laziness or stupidity on the part of the students. When 
the number of students on probation is higher than ever 
before in the history of Juniata, something more should 
be done than to warn the students to work harder next 
semester. 

A probation percentage as high as the one result¬ 
ing from last semester’s work indicates the presence of 
additional factors as causes of the drastic decline in stu¬ 
dent scholarship. These factors do not, by any means, 
relieve the students of all the blame for the high proba¬ 
tion rate. No doubt it could be reduced greatly merely by 
their increased study and effort. However, the other 
factors involved should not be ignored, especially as we 
start the spring semester. 

First of all, the flu epidemic that struck the campus 
last October placed many students far behind in their 
studies. Some were never able to catch up. It may be 
that the professors did not give this factor enough con¬ 
sideration when grading students for the semester’s 
work. 

Secondly, students who took courses in mathema¬ 
tics and economics last semester had it particularly 
hard, due to no fault of their own. In both departments 
many students experienced a change of instructors in 
the middle of the term. These changes involved skip¬ 
ping over much uncovered material and consequently 
D’s for many students. 

In the economics department, three classes of 
principles of economics each with a different professor 
all had to take the same final examination. This hardly 
seems fair. 

It is hard to say exactly what has been the cause of 
the low academic average. It may be that the profes¬ 
sors have been placing too much weight on the final 
examination grade in comparison to the work done in 
the rest of the course or that they are not giving enough 
individual attention to the students. Perhaps the above 
factors have had some influence, perhaps not. In any 
case, causes have undoubtedly been varied and com¬ 
plex. The results; of the fall semester’s grading should 
cause both students and professors to look into the 
situation and make a sincere effort to raise the academic 
standing next semester. 

A Tradition, We Hope 

THE reading day preceding finals this year no 
doubt was a “lifesaver” for many Juniatians, especially 
those who faced a test the first day of the exam period. 
And for those of us who were lucky enough to have a 
few days of grace before the seige began, it was great for 
storing up energy, so to speak, for the many days and 
nights of study ahead. 

We extend a vote of thanks to the Administration 
for the reading day and hope it is given the status of 
tradition in the future.

'Since many senators feel that 
a quorum may be difficult to ob¬ 
tain, plans were made to publi¬ 
cize the election and, if possible, 
to hold it outside Students Hall 
instead of in Totem Inn. Chuck 
Brown, publicity chairman re¬ 
ported that Tex Holman is plan¬ 
ning a radio show on the new 
Senate post. 

Vice-president A1 Blough re¬ 
ported that ID voting cards will 
be ready for Tuesday’s election. 
The card will be presented at the 
polls in exchange for a ballot and 
will be returned via the college 
mail. 

Station Wagon 

Pete Fahmey reported to the 
Senate on the prospect of better 
and larger transportation for stu¬ 
dent groups. According to Fahr- 
ney. Treasurer John Fike has re¬ 
vealed plans to buy a nine pas¬ 
senger station wagon when one 
can be found at a “reasonable 
price.” 

The station wagon would be 
added to the six passenger col¬ 
lege car now in use; Fjke added 
that there is a possibility of get¬ 
ting the station wagon this spring. 

Gini Nixdorf, social chairman, 
reported that the record player 
which is used during half time 
at basketball games has been 
taken twice without permission 
and each time has been broken. 
She added that the phonograph 
was not returned to the gym after 
the games, making it necessary 
for a member of the social com¬ 
mittee to carry it over for use at 
the dances. 
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If JCers approve the 13th sen¬ 
ator at Tuesday’s polls, the faculty 
will vote before February 27. Ac¬ 
cording to the Senate constitu¬ 
tion, the approvals of 2/3 of a 
quorum of the student body and 
a majority of the faculty will es- 
tablish the new chairman, who 
will be elected during the regular 
election in March. 

The new Senator would head 
the student proctoring bureau 
and coordinate the freshman aca¬ 
demic aid program as well as 
comprehensive examination 
groups. He would operate the 
Senate used book store and gen¬ 
erally act as official student rep¬ 
resentative on all student con¬ 
cerns with the educational pro¬ 
gram. 

According to McQuaide, the 
new chairmanship would, “re¬ 
vitalize all of the above areas of 
interest, enlarge student repre¬ 
sentation on the Senate and ad¬ 
vance student government into 
a new area of interest—educa¬ 
tion. ’

U.S., Russia Face Summit Deadlock 


herb deuchar: News Of The Week In Retrospect 


SUMMIT DEADLOCK—For the past two 
months messages and communiques have 
been going on between 
Russia and the United 
States over a possible 
summit meeting. Both 
Nikita Khrushchev and 
President Eise n h o w e r 
have sent letters to each 
other attempting t o 
reach a common agenda' 
for the conference, 
while regular diplomatic 
channels have also been trying to work 
out some possible solution. Whereas there 
is a wide disagreement between the two 
nations on such subjects as a nuclear 
“free zone” in Europe, German unifica¬ 
tion, nuclear weapons and other prime 
issues, there has been an indication that 
Russia is willing to negotiate on a modi¬ 
fied “open skies” plan which President 


Eisenhower initiated at Geneva in 1955. 

The basic issues over which the two 
nations can't agree, at the present, are the 
problems of disarmament and a "free 
zone" in Europe. The crux of the matter 
is that if the United Stales withdraws its 
forces from Europe, the western European 
governments will ultimately bend under 
the pressure of Russia and therefore 
would have to make damaging agreements 
with Moscow. On the other side, Russia 
is fearful that if she withdraws support 
from her eastern European satellites and 
lets them control their own affairs, they 
will be dominated by anti-Communist 
factions. Therefore neither side, as they 
stand now, can really make any note¬ 
worthy concessions. 

The last impasse in which the two na 
tions are in disagreement is the general 
procedure for arriving at a summit con¬ 
ference. The United States is asking for 


negotiations on the foreign ministers level 
before she agrees to a meeting this sum¬ 
mer. In contrast to this, Russia wants to 
begin with a definite commitment for 
a summit conference. Khrushchev does 
not want a pre-summit meeting on the 
grounds that the “biased position of cer¬ 
tain possible participants would create 
additional obstacles.” This, of course, is 
aimed at Dulles who has been accused of 
holding too rigid a policy towards Russia. 
In dealing with Russia we should first 
make sure just what the points of nego¬ 
tiations will be and what the prime ob¬ 
jectives are. We cannot afford to enter 
this pending summit conference with 
laxity and goodheartedness as we did at 
Yalta and Potsdam! 

THE RECESSION ISSUE—As unem¬ 
ployment rises to the four-million mark 
and retail sales sag, the subject of the 
current recession has become the top poli¬ 


tical issue in Congress where the Demo¬ 
crats have conupenoed a heavy political 
barrage over the Administration’s policy 
toward coping with the recession. As the 
issue develops, both parties are taking 
their traditional views: the Democrats are 
favor of “heavy” Federal spending to 
stimulate the national economy, whereas 
« “ e P u °licans would rather wait until 
all the economic facts are weighed and 
only then employ vast spending measures 
to aide the economy. 

The Republican Administration has 
warned that with an increase in circula¬ 
tion of money and the stimulation of busi¬ 
ness, the stigma of this action would be 
inflation and possible disruption of our 
country's "long range stability " While the 
Democrats spread their dour fears and 
pessimistic outlook, a more confident at¬ 
titude and positive forward steps will be 
taken by the Administration. 
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Editorially Speaking . . . 

A Chance For Advance 

MONDAY Juniatians will have the opportunity to 
accept or reject the addition of a 13th chairmanship to 
the present student Senate. If this proposed amendment 
is adopted, it will mark the first step toward definite 
student responsibility in the field of education—an area 
where student government would have the chance to do 
much positive good. 

The list of duties that the proposed chairman of 
educational activities would be responsible for alone 
indicate the value of creating such an office. (See story, 
page 1.) None of these activities are new. They have 
been conducted in the past by various students outside 
of the Senate, since they did not fit into the category 
of any present chairmanship. The obvious relationship 
among the functions demonstrates the sensibility of 
combining them under one chairmanship for increased 
efficiency and better management. They span the entire 
school year and definitely require enough work to 
merit creating a 13th office. 

The main advantage to be gained from having these 
activities' combined under one chairman is that of giv¬ 
ing them permanence. Under the present laissez faire 
system, there is no guarantee that they will continue 
to operate in the future. The Senate, realizing their 
value, would like to give these functions permanence 
by linking them to a specific chairmanship. 

Perhaps the most valuable of the proposed chair¬ 
man’s functions would be that of representing the 
student body to the administration on all matters re¬ 
garding student concerns with the educational program. 
It would be his job to determine student opinion on 
such questions as teaching methods and curriculum and 
to transmit this opinion to the dean of the college with 
whom he would meet monthly. There has long been 
need for this type of communication—the plan definite¬ 
ly has merit. 

It is a good sign to see our student government 
showing interest in advancing into the field of educa¬ 
tion. This trend of students taking more interest in the 
academic side of their education can be seen in colleges 
throughout the nation. Juniatians should realize the 
value of increased responsibility in this area and vote 
“yes” for the creation of a chairmanship of education'll 
activities when given the opportunity in Monday's 
election. 

A Question Of Class 

UNFORTUNATELY, a few students took the op¬ 
portunity to display their ignorance at the American 
University game last weqk by shouting derogatory re¬ 
marks at one of the negro players. 

It is a shame that some Juniatians haven’t as yet 
grown up and also that their childishness, shown at a 
time like this, can lower American U’s opinion of the 
whole student body. 

Shouting at the opposition is no crime, but remarks 
that are based on racial characteristics are, definitely 
in poor taste for supposedly “enlightened” college stu¬ 
dents. 

This behavior probably embarrassed most JCers 
who were disgusted at the show of vulgarity; we ho*v 
I these Juniatians will show a little more “class” in the 
future. 


Cafeteria Meals 

STUDENTS who remained here between semesters 
were impressed by the efficiency and pleasantness of 
eating their meals cafeteria style in East Hall. Since 
Saturday and Sunday night meals are light and the 
tables are not reserved or assigned, it would seem like 
a good idea to have either or both served cafeteria style. 

The idea was first suggested at leadership confer¬ 
ence in September, but to date no progress has been 
made toward this goal. There seem to be many advan¬ 
tages to the plan, demonstrated by the present cafeteria 
breakfasts. First, cafeteria meals eliminate “running for 
a table” and the worry of not getting a seat. As at break¬ 
fast, students would be served during a specific period 
and could sit anywhere in the dining hall. 

* , * * * * * * 

Secondly, cafeteria meals seem to promote a more 
leisurely eating atmosphere. Each person can eat at 
his own speed and not be detained or rushed to keep 
pace with the rest of his table. Since the serving time 
would span a longer period, those who arrived late 
could still be served. Thirdly, it would mean less work 
for waiters and waitresses, while the old dining hail 
would not be used at all these nights.

Undoubtedly, there will be many small problems 
connected with the change which will each have to be 
worked out by the Administration. Cafeteria meals mean 
longer working hours for the kitchen staff since all the 
students will be eating in one dining hall; they also 
limit to a certain extent the choice of menus. However, 
we feel that the idea has enough merit to cause in 
vestigation and possibly a tryout in the near future.

Tonight's Concert 

Jerome Hines, star basso of the 
Metropolitan Opera, will appear 
at JC in a civic concert tonight at 
8:30 p.m. in Oiler Hall. 

Hines is a frequent performer 
on the Voice of Firestone and was 
selected by the late Arturo Tos- 
canni as bass soloist for his last 
performance of Beethoven’s 
Missa Solemnis. He is currently 
on his tenth nationwide tour un¬ 
der the auspices of Hurok At¬ 
tractions Inc., N. Y. C. 

The singer was born in Novem¬ 
ber, 1921, in Hollywood, Calif., 
and was graduated from UCLA in 
1943 with a major in chemistry 
and math. During his freshman 
year in college, he made his pro¬ 
fessional debut with the Los 
Angeles Civic Light Opera Com¬ 
pany in Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
Pinafore. 

During the following season he 
sang the role of Monterone in 
Verdi’s Rigoletto. By the time he 
was graduated he had appeared 
in major roles with the Los Ange¬ 
les Philharmonic and the Holly¬ 
wood Bowl orchestras. 

In the fall of 1946 he won the 
Metropolitan Opera’s $1,000 
Caruso Award, was engaged by 
the company and made his debut 
tiiat season in the role of Boris 
Godunov, the first American ever 
to sing that role at the Met; 
Hines has since appeared at the 
Met in over 30 leading basso roles. 


Student Referendum 
Shows JC's Approval 
Of 13 th Senate Post

Tension Mounts In Tunsian—French Crisis 


THE TUNISIAN CRISIS—For the past 
two yeftrs since Tunisia won her inde¬ 
pendence from France, 
there have been strained 
relations between France 
and Tunisia over the 
Algerian problem. Tuni¬ 
sia has been a refuge for 
Algerian rebels, as well 
as staging base for bor¬ 
der raids upon the 
French fn Algeria. Last 
week these tensions 
broke out with the French bombing a 
Tunisian border village killing 68 people. 
This action touched off a full-scale crisis 
between France and Tunisia as President 


Bourguiba of Tunisia ordered a blockade 
of the French port of Bizerte. 

The matter has cauused serious repur- 
cussions in France where the Center and 
Leftist parties are seriously criticizing the 
Gaillard regrime. Tunisia has also filed a 
formal complaint in the UN that the 
matter be taken up as “an act of agres¬ 
sion” by France. 

The crisis has also had serious impli¬ 
cations in Washington, as the U. S. does 
not wish to see Tunisia forced into the 
open arms of Nasser's Arab camp, nor 
does the U. S. want to alienate France, a 
key NATO member. It seems that some 
far-reaching compromise will have to be 
reached in order to satisfy both France

and Tunisia. 

THE ARAB FEDERATION—Right upon 
the heels of Nassar’s United Arab Repub¬ 
lic, the kingdoms of Iraq and Jordan have 
proclaimed a new merger called the Arab 
Federation. Unlike the Arab Republic, 
both kings will retain equal representa¬ 
tion as leaders, as will the united Cabinet 
of both countries. Equal sessions of the 
government will be held in both Jordan 
and Iraq. 

There is the contention in both Wash¬ 
ington and London that Saudi Arabia 
may soon join the Arab Federation. The 
chief question of the whole matter is 
whether Iraq will drop out of the Bagdad 
Pact, thus making it a useless instrument

The Social Situation 


IT is encouraging to hear that someone has recog¬ 
nized as a problem and shown interest in improving the 
present status of Juniata’s social life— a topic of peren¬ 
nial complaint. 

A student-faculty committee on social activities con¬ 
sisting of Dean Bechtell, Miss Weaver, Dr. Hambacher 
and Gini Nixdorf is planning an evaluation of the pre¬ 
sent social situation with subsequent recommendations 
to the Administration for improvement. 

In particular, the committee is striving for improve¬ 
ments in the women’s gym and for the yearly event of 
a mid-winter formal dance. General long range goals in¬ 
clude a more varied number of social activities and' 
fuller development of the potential of men’s and 
women’s house social events. The idea of a mid-winter 
dance is particularly admirable. Since the Charity Ball 
may not be held this year, there is, more than ever, 
need for such a dance to break the long, relatively 
barren stretch from February to May. 

These aims of the committee sound very fine but

are going to require two things in particular for their 
realization— a larger allotment of funds from the Ad¬ 
ministration and greater student interest and effort. It 
has long been the opinion of most students that the 
main element needed to improve JC’s social life is 
merely more money. This is to a great extent true buf 
is certainly not the whole picture. Students must be 
willing to do more than just complain. Often the failure 
of social events has been caused by inadequate plan¬ 
ning,lack of hard work and little interest or enthusiasm 
on the part of the students. The success of any social 
event depends on the amount of effort put into it. 

Often in the past when the social committee has 
planned unusual activities they have been called child¬ 
ish or “out-of-it” and thus practically ignored. At times 
such as this it seems that we are in a rut and want to 
stay there. 

We certainly hope that this committee “means 
business,” for the social situation at present is badly in 
need of rejuvenation. Perhaps a good starting point 
would be an investigation of social programs on 
campuses comparable in size to ours.

“TOTEtyl Inn’s snack bar prices seem high for a 
business operating on a non-profit basis.” This has be¬ 
come a popular complaint circulating around campus 
of late.

The snack bar is operated on a non-profit basis - 
so much so that it has never been able to break even. 
Last year’s figures show an income of $23,968 and an 
expenditure of $25,860. Naturally, until it can at least 
pay for itself, there will be no hope for reduced prices. 
Mr. Fisher is constantly striving to keep the business 
out of the red, but as of now the situation looks hope¬ 
less. 


A revitalization of the social program is going to 
require much work and certainly will not occur over¬ 
night. However, with both increased funds and interest 
on the part of the Administration, and more sincere 
effort and enthusiasm from the student body, there is 
no reason why a more dynamic social program can’t be 
worked out that will prove satisfactory to all.

Strangely enough, the two main reasons for the de¬ 
ficit lie with the students themselves. First, students 
work at the snackbar. Although this is basically good 
since it helps these people through college, it costs 
Totem money. Most students who work there are in¬ 
experienced, and mistakes are expensive. Student heir 
also has a tendency to be over-generous—naturally an 
upperclassman or a special friend receives that extra 
dip of ice crean. Needless to say, in the long run outside 
professional help would be cheaper. 

Second, some students think that the merchandise on 
the counter is free sample, that the milk for the coffee 
is for drinking and that the hamburger pickles arc 
for between-class snacks. The latter had to be done 
away with since on the average of 1500 a day were being 
consumed! 

Other factors to be considered are the constantly 
rising costs. Tote raised the nrice of chocolate milk to 
16 cents per box because the wholesale price was upped 
to 14.75 cents. In an effort to prevent going more in the 
red, the price of take-out cokes had to be raised two 
cents, since the wholesale cost of containers is‘over 
twice as much as the V-shaped cups. 

Storage space is another factor. If more were avail¬ 
able, larger quantities of food could be brought at lower 
prices and stored. As it is, buying must be done practi¬ 
cally day by day. 

The former information is just offered by way oi 
enlightenment for those who are campaigning for lower 
prices. At the present time this is impossible since the 
snack bar is now running in the red—and mainly be¬ 
cause it is catering to student needs and interests.. H 
we want Totem’s prices lowered, perhaps the first step 
toward this goal might be a show of greater responsibi¬ 
lity and honesty in our dealings at the snack bar.

Heberling Explains 
Chapel Cut Policy 

“Dean of Men Paul Heberling, 
in order to clarify certain mis¬ 
conceptions and confusion,” has 
formulated an explanation of JCs 
chapel attendance system. 

Attendance at chapel is man¬ 
datory and the granting of a 
certain number of unexcused 
“cuts” is a privilege extended by 
the administration. It is not to be 
interpreted as something undeni¬ 
able. 

Heberling added that every ef¬ 
fort will be made to inform each 
student of the number of cuts he 
has taken. Here again, the admin¬ 
istration is under no obligation 
in this manner. 

Judiciary Action 

Any time a student accumula¬ 
tes more than six unexcused ab¬ 
sences, but less than ten for the 
first time, the excess will be de¬ 
ducted from the following semes¬ 
ter’s cuts. The exception to this 
rule is the second semester senior 
who may not take more than the 
allowed number without jeopard¬ 
izing his chances of receiving a 
diploma. 

If a student who has had the 
above action taken against him 
exceeds the allowed number for 
the second time, he will receive 
a letter of warning from the Judi¬ 
ciary. Any additional cuts sub¬ 
ject him automatically to Judici¬ 
ary action. 

All excuses legally granted, 1 
containing chapel absences, must 
be returned within one week 
after they have been initialed by 
instructors to the office of the 
dean of men.

America, England Agree To Missile Pact HES8 DEUCH4R: News Of The Week In Retrospect 


THE ANGLO-AMERICAN MISSILE 
PACT—The British defense ministry an¬ 
nounced last Friday that -'” vw! 

an agreement has been 
drawn up between Great 
Britain and the United 
States providing for four 
U. S. built missile bases 
in both England and 
Scotland. Under the terms 
of the pact, the United 
States will supply the 
missiles (Thor and Jupi- 
ter), nuclear warheads and launching e- 
quipment, while Great Britain will pay 
the 90 million dollar cost for construction. 



It was also reported that of the four mis¬ 
sile base's planned, three will be on the 
English east coast and one on the Scottish 
coast. From these bases the Thor and 
Jupiter intermediate ballistic missiles can 
penetrate deep into the heart of Russia. 

The signifieancce of the Anglo-Ameri¬ 
can past lies in that it is a “pilot pact" 
by which other NATO nations are soon to 
accept nuclear bases. Both France and 
Turkey are expected to negotiate on fur¬ 
ther European missile bases. 

While this missile pact is a step towards 
the mutual defense of both England and 
the U. S., it cannot be counted upon as a 


permanent defense fixture. At most, it can 
only be viewed as a temporary means of 
mutual defense until the U, S, has fully 
developed its long-range ballistic missile 
program. 

TRUMAN KICKS OFF DEMOCRATIC 
CAMPAIGN—At a $100-a-plate dinner in 
Washington honoring Harry Truman, the 
Democratic bigwigs launched their 1958 
Congressional campaign for the future 
control of Congress. Leading the flatulent 
tirade was Truman’s “give ’em hell” 
speech denouncing the Eisenhower ad- 
nvmstration for its five years of “economic 
misrule”, culminating in the current re¬ 


cession, In his usual vehement manner 
Truman touched every program of the ad¬ 
ministration, giving it a through chastise¬ 
ment. 

Adlai Sievenson also whaled away at 
the GOP with equal fervor hitting their 
domestic, as well as foreign, policies. In 
all, the rally was the usual political merry- 
go-TOund in which Truman and his follow¬ 
ers seem to excel. After four years of 
blundering in the White House, Truman 
has seemed to become the fountain of all 
political knowledge for the Democratic 
party. One would think the Democrats 
would find an abler leader than Truman 
to lead their campaigns and rallies.

Editorially Speaking . . • 

Students Vs. Judges Political Pointers 


The outcome of the recent All Class Night competi¬ 
tion has led many people, including we of the JUNIA- 
TIAN, to advocate a change in the present system of 
selecting judges for the event. The fact that popular 
opinion so overwhelmingly differed from that of the 
judges indicates the need for a more careful selection. 

At the present time there is no other criteria for 
acquiring judges than that they be alumni of the col¬ 
lege. This seems highly inadequate. Actually the pre¬ 
sent system has deteriorated from the original which 
stipulated that the five judges include three alumni, one 
faculty member and one English or drama professor 
from another school. Even a return to the original sys¬ 
tem would be an improvement. 

In any case, provision should be made to insure 
that at least three of the judges have some definite 
knowledge of theater art and more qualifications for 
judging than mere personal reaction. High school drama 
directors, for example, might be advisable. 

The evaluation sheet provided for the judges was 
adequate enough, However, it seems that they allowed 
themselves to be bound too tightly to it, failing to take 
into consideration other important factors. Naturally, 
all the criteria for evaluating the skits cannot be placed 
on the judging sheet. 

Decisions such as this year’s, which so drastically 
depart from popular opinion, have a tendency to ruin 
future All Class Nights by discouraging students initia¬ 
tive and enthusiasm. We believe a revised system of 
selecting judges will help to avoid this by insuring 
fairer decisions. 


Once again election time is here—count on it as 
being one of the liveliest of the school year. 

After all the campaigning, torchlight parades and 
bandwagoning are over, however, it is a time that calls 
for a cool head and some honest thinking. Remember, 
the candidates elected now will be running your stu- 
government for the next year and they will have the 
responsibility of keeping it, as now, strong, effective 
and growing. 

Senate elections at JC have never been popularity 
contests; we hope they never become so. To prevent 
this from happening try to keep in mind the following 
suggestions during the next few weeks. 

Know your candidate. Look into his college back¬ 
ground and find out what contributions he has made to 
the school, how much interest he has shown in past 
political issues and what his present qualifications are. 

If he has a platform, examine it closely. Learn to 
tell the difference between a list of insignificant items 
thrown together for the sake of impression and an 
honest list indicating that some thinking was done. 

Talk to your candidate. Get his views on such issues 
as the Campus Judiciary or the student proctoring 
committee. Most candidates will have some definite 
ideas about student government in general. Find out 
their philosophy—it may surprise you. 

Enter into or start dorm discussions. These can be 
very enlightening and other’s opinions are always valu¬ 
able. 

The JUNIATIAN, of course, must remain impartial. 
However, we do ask that you use intelligence in choos¬ 
ing your candidate and base your selection on more 
than personal friendships. The representatives you elect 
will determine whether Juniata’s Senate will remain an 
influential force in the life of the students.

Platforms: Senate Presidential Candidates

To the Juniata student body: 

My concept of student government is that it ought 
to be a vigorous organization in which all student 
opinion and needs can be heard and acted upon. Thus 
the student Senate should act in conjunction with, not 
in opposition to, the faculty and administration to in¬ 
sure proper reception of student views by these two 
bodies. 

In the role of the student Senate, the president 
should represent the entire student body and its many 
varied activities. In this manner he will be a true leader 
of student sentiment in his relations with the Senate, 
faculty and administration. 

In this light I pledge: 

1. To examine the social program “to see if student 
needs are being met.” Specifically, I propose to: a. push 
for a mid-winter dance and b. work for outside talent 
to be engaged for large social events. 

2. To work with the new chairman of educational 
activities to aid that office in realizing its potentialities. 
Specifically, I propose to initiate a student Senate lec¬ 
ture series and invite a college professor to lead this 
series of lectures on either the sciences or the humani¬ 
ties. 

3. To work to elevate wrestling to the intercollegi¬ 
ate level as soon as possible. 

4. To work with the administration and the library 
in finding a solution to the problem of stolen integra¬ 
tion course books. 

5. To follow the initiative of the last Senate in 
working for a spring Mountain Day this year. 

6. To push for completion of the work started by 
the committee on the new proposed Alma Mater. 

'7. To investigate the possibilities of having cafete¬ 
ria style suppers between certain hours on Saturday 
and/or Sunday. 

8. To investigate the possibilities of obtaining a 
water fountain in the Cloister Arch. 

9. To use the Ogre Committee as much as possible 
as a sounding board for student opinion. 

10. To continue the use of the Smoke Signal as a 
means of informing the students, faculty and adminis¬ 
tration of Senate activities.

2. Establish an “educational emphasis” schedule dur¬ 
ing which professors from graduate schools would visit 
our campus for a few days to address the students about 
their field of study. 

3. Encourage the use of course evaluation sheets by 
the faculty to give them a keener awareness of student 
•reaction to their courses. 

4. Expand the Senate used book store. 

General Issues 

1. Encourage the innovation of cafeteria meals on 
Saturday and Sunday evenings. 

2. Create a woman’s athletic sub-chair without an 
official capacity in Senate, but with the responsibility of 
coordinating women’s athletic programs with the men’s. 

3. Activate the present foreign student committee to 
better accommodate our foreign students and to make 
the campus aware of their abilities and needs. 

4. Ask for a permanent repair of the Elephant Walk. 

5. Continue the investigation of the transportation

Miss White said the song was 
labeled no better than “barber¬ 
shop” music by the faculty, and 
that the opinions of Miss Suzanne 
Axeworthy and Dr. Donald John¬ 
son appeared to render a new re¬ 
vision impossible. Dissent i n g 
senators felt the song an appre¬ 
ciable attempt to better the pre¬ 
sent Alma Matersituation, long an 
unfavorite with student bodies, 
and moved to let the song take 
its place with the rest of the tra¬ 
ditional Juniata music. 

College Song 

They will, however, release the 
song as only a college song, drop- 
ping any hint that it is an intend¬ 
ed Alma Mater. If reaction is 
favorable among the members of 
the student body, legislation to 
instate it as the official Alma 
Mater will be made. 



Two Senators reported that the 
election edition of the Smoke Sig¬ 
nal had been met with disfavor 
m some quarters. After a lengthv 
discussion the Senate decided 
that the edition stimulated elec¬ 
tion interest instead of proving 
detrimental to candidates, and it 
was voted that the policy of elec¬ 
tion issues be continued.

President, Veep Reach Disability Agreement Hl * B DE «^ News Of The Week In Retrospect 


THE PRESIDENT'S DISABILITY PROB 

LEM—For 169 years the problem of the 
President's disability has 
baffled both the legisla¬ 
tive and executive de¬ 
partments of our nation¬ 
al government. The di¬ 
lemma arises out of the 
Constitution’s vagueness 
in stating explicitly who 
would decide when the 
President became so dis¬ 
abled that he could no . 

longer run the functions of his office. The 
Constitution states that when a President 
does become disabled his “powers and 
duties shall devolve on the Vice-Presi¬ 
dent.” 

It was reported last week that Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower had come to an agree¬ 


ment with Nixon over the Vice-President's 
future status should Eisenhower again be¬ 
come seriously ill. President Eisenhower 
stated that “Nixon knows exactly what he 
should do in the event of a Presidential 
disability." This agreement has been put 
in writing and does have the approval of 
Attorney-General Rogers. The statement 
certifies that "Nixon would assume the 
Presidential powers as 'acting President' 
until the President had recovered com¬ 
pletely." 

The fact still remains, however, that 
this first step must be transformed into 
a Constitutional amendment for it to have 
any lasting validity and power. Thus, in 
response, a bi-partisan proposal for a Con¬ 
stitutional amendment will be handed to 
the Senate by Estes Kefauver and Everett 
Dirksen. 

The amendment will provide for the 


President declaring in writing the trans¬ 
fer of his powers to the Vice-President 
until he is well again, or if the President 
is too ill to delegate his functions, the 
Vice-President can take over with the 
written approval of a majority of the 
Cabinet. The President may resume his 
power when he has proclaimed in writing 
his recovery, provided the Vice-President 
and Cabinet agree. In event a conflict 
pr ses over this matter the issue will be 
taken to Congress for a vote by both 
houses. 

According io the sentiments in Wash¬ 
ington, this amendment has a fair chance 
of passing due to the bi-partisan support 
it is being given. Let us hope that this 
proposed amendment will be the end of 
the disability dilemma which has plagued 
our nation and will end the fear of a 
future lapse of executive leadership dur¬ 


ing a President's serious illness. 

THE BENSON DILEMMA—In a special 
Congressional election two weeks ago in 
a rural Minnesota district, the Republican 
candidate Albert Quie edged by with a 
slim margin of 655 votes over his Demo¬ 
cratic opponent Eugene Foley. Foley had 
directed his campaign against the policies 
of Secretary of Agriculture Benson. In 
Washington there was a quick reaction as 
Republican Congressmen from the mid¬ 
west again began to pressure the Admin¬ 
istration to relieve Benson of his Cabinet 
post. Representative Miller stated, “that 
if Benson remains in office... he is the 
best weapon the Democrats have.” It is 
my contention that due to the increasing 
political pressure from within the Repub¬ 
lican party, Benson will be out of his 
cabinet post by next fall.

Social Apathy Honor-A Growing Issue 


A fine example of student apathy concerning the 
“social situation” was exhibited last Saturday night at 
the WAA-J Club dance scheduled to follow the basket¬ 
ball game. 

This time the social committee cannot be blamed 
for the failure, but the clubs in charge who apparently 
made no plans or preparations whatsoever for the dance. 
Chairmen in charge of music and refreshments were 
either unavailable or uncooperative when they were 
needed Saturday night. Consequently, a handful of stu¬ 
dents attempted to organize a dance at the last minute, 
but the evening ended in confusion. 

This is just another proof that more than money 
will be necessary to improve JC’s social life. As long as 
students don’t care what happens on Saturday night and 
the sponsoring clubs make no effort to organize the 
event, the social situation is not going to improve. When 
campus organizations are given the opportunity to spon¬ 
sor a social event, here is the chance to show some ori¬ 
ginality and to make it better than “just another Satur¬ 
day night.” Instead, witness last week’s blunder. What 
we need is less complaining and more cooperation.

JUDGING by last week’s campaign for Senate of¬ 
ficers, the honor system is becoming a real issue on 
campus. It has more or less been a factor in presidential 
campaigns for several years, but undoubtedly because 
of the advances toward this goal made by the ’56 and ’57 
Senates, the issue is growing in importance. 

It is generally agreed that the installation of an 
honor system at JC must come slowly by degrees and 
that its realization is still far in the future. In this light 
Senates have proceeded with caution, being satisfied 
with action paving the way toward an honor system 
such as the Campus Judiciary and the student proctoring 
committee. 

Discussed in this year’s presidential campaigns was 
the suggestion that more professors use the honor system 
in administering hour tests as a further step toward its 
realization at JC. This is a good idea and is logically the 
next step in the long-range plan. This is the best way to 
determine whether Juniatians want or are in any way 
ready for an honor system. Perhaps in the beginning 
profs could have trials in small classes of upperclassmen, 
and if these went well gradually increase the number of 
tests administered on the honor basis. 

Certainly, if we expect to see the honor system 
JC a reality, there must be noticeable, positive gains 
made every year. What new contributions the ’58-’5S 
Senate will make in this direction remains to be seen. 
In any case, there is still much room for improvement 
in the Campus Judiciary, the student proctoring com¬ 
mittee and especially in faculty use of the honor system 
—all have not reached their full potential in paving the 
way for a full-fledged honor system at JC.

CJ Plans New Trial Procedure; 
Outlines Future Judiciary Action 


At the final meeting of the past year's Campus Judiciary, the 
members formulated a reorganized plan of hearing-trial procedure 
and made several other recommendations for the next Judiciary. 

The hearing-trial outline which follows has been recommended 

lor consideration as a by-law to -- 

the CJ’s constitution. It was also 
suggested that the Judiciary plan 
to publish an information bulletin 
and/or to add the chapel cut dis¬ 
cipline procedure to the Grey 
Paper. 


The CJ hearing on each, case 
is planned to eliminate wasted 
time by a run-down on each case 
to determine if there is enough 
evidence to warrant a trial. Pre¬ 
sent at the hearing will be CJ 
members, the referrer, the de¬ 
fendant and witnesses for the pro¬ 
secution. 

Referral and witnesses 

Hearing procedure will include 
the reading of the referral and the 
hearing of the witnesses, to be ad¬ 
mitted and heard one at a time. 
The CJ will accept a written state¬ 
ment if a witness is not able to 
appear; there will be no question¬ 
ing except to clear factual points. 


Senators Discuss 
Runoff Elections 
For Class Offices 

A new method of choosing 
class officers was the main topic 
of student interest to reach the 
floor of the joint Senate meeting 
held Wednesday in Founders 
Chapel. 

Because of the unusually large 
number of students running for 
class offices, it was decided that 
only the top two persons would 
be put on the run-off ballot 
whether their total constituted a 
majority or not. 


The Judiciary then will decide 
Whether the evidence produced by 
the referrer and his witnesses will 
support a case, what the charge 
will be and whether it is to be 
considered a major or minor of¬ 
fense. A date for the trial is set 
and the chairman appoints a 
member who will study the case 
and be prepared to begin ques¬ 
tioning on main points. 

In most cases, the trial will im¬ 
mediately follow the hearing. 
However, the defendant may re¬ 
quest a postponement of the trial 
if he does not feel prepared to de¬ 
fend himself at the time set. 

The Trial 

The trial will begin with a re¬ 
reading of the referral, the charge 
and the defendant’s plea. The de¬ 
fendant may enter his plea after 
all the evidence has been heard, 
or he may plead ‘guilty^ in which 
case the CJ will immediately re¬ 
tire to determine the sentence. 

If the defendant pleads not 
guilty, the trial will proceed with 
the presentation of the defend¬ 
ant’s evidence and all witnesses 
will be heard one at a time ex¬ 
cept when the testimonies of de¬ 
fense and prosecution are in di¬ 
rect contradiction. 

The defendant may wait to hear 
his sentence or he may request to 
be personally informed by a CJ 
member. In any case, he will be 
informed by letter of Judiciary 
action and the right to appeal 
the decision to the student citi¬ 
zenship committee. 

Honor System 

Looking forward to the establi¬ 
shment of an honor system at

Dulles Denounces Soviet Summit Proposal HEM MUCH * fc News Of The Week In Retrospect 


THE SUMMIT DEADLOCK—A week ago 
it seemed as though a break-through had 
been reached between the 
United States and Russia 
over the fundamental 
dispute on how to reach 
the summit conference 
and just what issues 
were to be discussed. In 
a Soviet letter, Moscow 
made the “concession” to 
participate in a prelimi¬ 
nary conference to work out the time, 
place and agenda for the summit confer¬ 
ence. Moscow also stated that the partici¬ 
pants of this preliminary meeting be com¬ 
posed of all the NATO nations and the 
Warsaw Pact members, plus several neut¬ 
ral nations. Russia also gave as an alterna¬ 
tive the suggestion of a smaller foreign 
ministers’ conference made up of the Uni- 



ted States, Great Britain, France Italy, 
Russia, Czecholovakia, Poland, Ruman¬ 
ia, India, Sweeden and Yugoslavia. But 
these nations would not necessarily be the 
same participants at the summit confer¬ 
ence. Such was the Soviet offer as present¬ 
ed to the United States. 

Last Tuesday, Secretary of State Dulles 
denounced the Soviet proposal as "'a fraud 
and hoax". He also stated that the ex¬ 
change" between the U. S. and Russia had 
not touched the "important matters where 
the known positions of the parties indicate 
a probability of argument." The State 
Department also attacked the Soviet pro¬ 
posal as "falling short of what would be 
required for adequate summit prepara¬ 
tion." 

President Eisenhower, at his press con ¬ 
ference last Wednesday, criticized the 
Soviet move as unacceptable. The Presi¬ 
dent summed up his views by stating, “It 


is absolutely futile and, in my opinion, 
damaging to attempt to hold a summit 
meeting unless the agenda and the sub¬ 
jects included on it are so well prepared as 
to give a genuine belief that real progress 
can be accomplished.” 

It has become obvious that Russia is 
determined to keep applying the pressure 
for a summit conference by every possi¬ 
ble method available. The results of this 
move have born fruit in Europe as dis¬ 
sension has grown in many of the Allied 
countries against such a cautious position 
towards a summit conference. Russia is 
attempting to relax the European stand 
whereby the West will thus accept the 
“status quo” in Europe, that is, Russian 
domination of eastern Europe and a divi¬ 
ded Germany. 

For Russia to discuss German unifica¬ 
tion or the status of the satellite states 


would mean possible disruption of their 
"status quo" in Europe. In turn,.the United 
States wishes to force Russia into stating 
explicitly, in advance, just what the issues 
will be at a summit meeting. Also, the 
U. S. observes a possible danger in the 
unity of the western Allies if dragged into 
a summit conference and possibly the 
breakdown of the Allied defense position. 

We are still far from obtaining any set¬ 
tlement on a future summit meeeting! 
As the United States rejected Russia’s 
offer so Great Britain and West Germany 
also refused the Soviet proposals. There 
seems to be an exterior appearance of 
unity and acccord between the Western 
Allies on their summit position. In es¬ 
sence, however, the negotians for a 
summit conference have evolved entirely 
into a bilateral status in the form of a 
diplomatic contest between Russia and 
the United States.

A Letter In Protest 

LAST Thursday night a Juniata student was ar¬ 
rested by the Huntingdon police on a disorderly conduct 
charge, booked and fingerprinted and the following 
morning released with a 10-dollar fine. This would seem 
reasonable had the student been disorderly; however, 
he was just one of many bystanders watching the “re¬ 
velry” after Thursday’s Geneva-Indiana playoff game. 
Unfortunately, he was singled out of the crowd by the 
police to take the full blame for some students blocking 
Moore street. 


Election Recap 

ALTHOUGH a plea for harmony following elections 
may seem trite and somewhat meaningless, neverthe¬ 
less it is never out of place, especially here at JC where 
campaigns are vigorous to say the least. Smear tactics 
and hard feelings are sometimes unavoidable; however, 
they must now be forgiven and forgotten for the benefit 
of a unified Senate and campus in the year to come. We 
are not asking for the creation of one big happy family, 
just a “return to normalcy.” In all seriousness, the ’58- 
’59 Senate, as all Senates in the past, is going to need 
the cooperation and support of the whole student body. 


The unwarranted arrest of this person, who will 
have a permanent police record, has brought protest 
from the student body. In response, the Senate has com¬ 
posed the following letter to the Huntingdon Chief of 
Police and the burgess of the town which it has request¬ 
ed the JUNIATIAN to print. 

“This is to inform the Huntingdon Borough Chief 
of Police that the Juniata College Student Senate has 
unanimously passed a resolution of censure for his un¬ 
warranted arrest of a student of Juniata College on the 
night of March 6, 1958. We are aware that Chief Morris 
was acting in the line of duty when he appeared at the 
scene of the disturbance on Moore Street, but would 
like to remind him that he was not dealing with crimi¬ 
nals on this occasion. Watching Chief Morris carry out 
his duties one received the impression that he thought 
he was quelling a prison riot when actually nothing 
serious was taking place. 

Had Chief Morris arrested the students responsible 
for surrounding the car on a public road there would be 
no protest. However, he singled out an innocent by¬ 
stander apparently because this person happened to be 
a student and charged him with disorderly conduct. The 
fact of the matter is that there was nothing disorderly 
about that student’s conduct. Furthermore, we would 
like to remind Chief Morris that being an officer of the 
law does not give him the right to use abusive language 
on anyone; nor in this case was there any reason to 
keep the student in custody all night. 

Finally, we invite Chief Morris to meet with the 
Student Senate to discuss fully the problem of student 
behavior. We are quite willing to adopt a reasonable 
attitude toward the Huntingdon Police but feel that such 
an attitude should be reciprocal.” 

In response to this letter the chief of police confer¬ 
red Monday with Dean Heberling and Senate president 
Del McQuaide. It was then suggested that early next 
year Chief Morris meet with the male resident students 
for the purpose of promoting a better understanding be¬ 
tween them and the Huntingdon police. Judging by last 
week’s event, an improved relationship between the two 
is urgently needed. In any case, we of the JUNIATIAN 
are firmly in agreement with the Senate in protesting 
this police action and hope to see the accused student 
vindicated in the forthcoming settlement. 

ID's Ideal 

IT is unfortunate that the idea of voting identifica¬ 
tion cards did not occur sooner. It would have saved 
much time and effort and perhaps prevented mistaken 
identities and even a few stuffed ballot boxes. The cards 
worked well in both the officer and chairmanship elec¬ 
tions and made the whole operation a great deal more 
efficient. We extend thanks to the post office for the 
extra work involved and congratulations to the Senators 
for their fine idea. 


A good sign this year in the campaigns was the al¬ 
most universal use of platforms among the candidates. 
These helped to stimulate interest and obligate the 
senators to fulfill their promises, aided by occasional 
prodding of alert students. 

WJC deserves a vote of thanks for its fine work in 
giving each candidate 15 minutes on the air for a cam¬ 
paign speech. These sessions were interesting and usu¬ 
ally provided good indications of the candidate's com¬ 
petency. They were certainly well enough accepted to 
warrant continuance next year. / 

Finally, we of the JUNIATIAN would like to con¬ 
gratulate the 13 new senators and to pledge our continu¬ 
ed cooperation in the coming year. We hope to see them 
become real instruments for furthering and strengthen¬ 
ing student government on the Juniata campus.

A Year Of Selfless Work...”

Important ‘accomplishments based on his platform 
include permission for students to give their opinions 
on future construction on campus, IM wrestling, better 
lighting in the library, cafeteria breakfast, a reading 
day before finals. Students Hall open Sundays, acquisi- 


For Greater Efficiency 

Mid-terms have come and gone and as usual have 
left many wearied, and worried, students in their wake. 
The perennial complaints were heard again—a tight 
schedule, tests too long, questions too difficult. 

Although nothing can be done to remedy these ills, 
small improvements can be initiated toward making 
the exams less of an ordeal and as pleasant as circum¬ 
stances permit. Such a thing, we believe, would be the 
use of blue books for mid-terms by profs whose exams 
warrant them. 

With tests so lengthy and time so valuable, walking 
to the desk for additional paper might very well mean 
the loss of five points! Seriously blue books would eli¬ 
minate this as well as the bother of having to write 
your name on each sheet. Profs would also benefit from 
using the books; the test would be in a compact form 
with no danger of lost or confused individual papers. 
The lined pages also guarantee increased legibility of 
handwriting and rule out the 45 degree angle scrawl. 

We feel that mid-term use of blue books will im¬ 
prove student efficiency in taking the exams. And 
where else is efficiency more needed than in relating 
the accumulation of six weeks’ knowledge in 55 
minutes?

tion of a more realistic attitude on the part of the Admin¬ 
istration toward student drinking and better publicity 
of Judiciary meetings. 

But there are several accomplishments not included 
on the platform that seem to us even more consequen¬ 
tial than any noted above. Innovation of a student proc¬ 
tor system and the creation of a chairmanship of educa¬ 
tional activities are two big steps toward an honor 
system. Furthermore, we find the Judiciary in a much 
stronger position now than it was a year ago. 

Power delegated to it has been ursurped on occasion 
during the year. But McQuaide fought back. No longer 
is a student “kicked out” of school because he was 
thought to have been drinking. No longer are blanket 
fines issued on the students every time something is 
broken. 

Admittedly there are a few areas where he appears 
to have failed. Operation recreation seems to have been 
laid to rest (thanks to the flu), the committee to investi¬ 
gate the possibilities of an honor system and ways to 
bring it about never met, the academic affairs commit¬ 
tee did little or nothing. 

And if McQuaide occasionally had trouble with 
some factions in the student body, he managed to create 
and maintain better relations with the Administration 
and faculty than any of his recent predecessors. This 
was a most important achievement, since nothing weigh¬ 
ty can be accomplished without their sympathy and 
cooperation. 

In summary, we must conclude that McQuaide un¬ 
doubtedly ranks with the better Senate presidents. We 
owe him our thanks and our admiration for his accom¬ 
plishments, his devotion to principle and his unflinching 
approach to campus problems.

Tax Cut Best Method For Recession Relief

News Of The Week In Retrospect 


THE RECESSION—As the nation’s reces¬ 
sion grew and deepened last week, Wash¬ 
ington began to formu¬ 
late steps to cope with 
the complex problem. 

There are differences be¬ 
tween the Republicans 
and the Democrats on 
what measures to take, 
that is, either increase 
the Federal spending or 
pour money into the pur¬ 
chasing power of the na¬ 
tion’s economy. 

The two main proposals that are now 
under consideration in Washington are 
either a tax cut or increased Federal 
spending. If a tax cut were put into effect, 
it would increase the consumers’ purchas¬ 


ing power and thus stimulate the invest¬ 
ment in production culminating in more 
jobs. The feeling on Capital Hill is that 
tax cuts will be employed by May if the 
slump continues. 

The one problem which a tax cut creates 
is that it increases inflation when prices 
are still at a high level. The other alter¬ 
native for alleviating the recession is in¬ 
creasing Federal spending through public 
works which is supposed to provide more 
jobs for the unemployed. It is argued that 
this measure will also develop our nation¬ 
al wealth with the construction of urban 
projects, new schools and other public 
projects. 

In a time when quick steps should be 
taken, the tax cut proposal seems to be 
the most plausible. It will provide more 


money for the consumer and consequent¬ 
ly stimulate business. As it was exempli¬ 
fied in the New Deal, the “pump priming” 
method takes too long to give any imme¬ 
diate relief to the unemployed. Also, the 
public works program may not always be 
in the same area where unemployment is 
the highest. 

I think history will prove the New Deal 
"pump priming" program accomplished 
little for business until finally the de¬ 
mands of World War II stimulated our 
national economy. The legacy of the New 
Deal still lingers with us, but for instant¬ 
aneous economic relief, a tax cut stacks 
up as the best bet at this time. 

THE BROKEN JINX—Monday Morning 
at Cape Canaveral, Florida, the Navy’s 
repeated frustrations came to an end, for 


the Navy’s Vanguard missile successfully 
'launched and placed a tiny satellite, the 
Vanguard I, into the earth’s orbit. The 
three stage missile hurdled out into space 
at the speed of 18,000 mph and reached an 
altitude up to 2,500 miles. This places the 
Vanguard 1 in a much higher orbit than 
any of the Soviet satellites or our own 
Explorer I. 

It was also reported that the satellite 
takes about 2% hours to circle the earth 
and will probably circle the earth for five 
years. With the announcement of this 
success. Vanguard officials disclosed plans 
to launch a 2T pound satellite in the im¬ 
mediate future. Let us hope that the mech¬ 
anical obstacles of the Vanguard program 
have been overcome and that greater 
areas of exploration of space will soon be 
attained.

THANKS to the 1957-’58 Campus Judiciary, this 
body has gained much in strength and influence since 
its initiation in 1956. Part of the job of any new organi¬ 
zation is to set precedents and determine policy, and 
this the present Judiciary has done with remarkable in¬ 
sight.

Other accomplishments were the abolition of blanket 
fines (now the students pay the cost of damage only), 
a more realistic attitude toward student drinking, better 
publicity of Judiciary meetings in the JUNIATIAN and 
an improved trial proceduure which will be recom¬ 
mended to the new Judiciary.

Tak¬ 
ing pictures for all campus publications, the club per¬ 
forms a valuable service. This year it took approximate¬ 
ly 90 percent of the Alfarata’s pictures. 

We realize that at this time many demands are being 
made on the Administration for campus improvements, 
yet we feel that the camera club has been long patient 
and now deserves more than continued empty promises.

bership of this new ’58-59 Judiciary. Since these mem¬ 
bers will also have the important responsibility of guid¬ 
ing the CJ through its growing stages, it is important 
that they be chosen with care. In selecting your candi¬ 
dates, look for good judgement, fairness, a willingness 
to assume responsibility and most important a sincere 
interest in promoting a better and more unified Juniata 
community. For this is a real aim of the Campus Judi¬ 
ciary. By assuming some former strictly administrative 
duties, the Judiciary is helping to close the wide gap be¬ 
tween -students and Administration. No longer is the 
Administration thought of as a police force, since now 
the students themselves are taking over this responsibi¬ 
lity, with the result of their better understanding admin¬ 
istrative problems. 

One of the advantages of student responsibility in 
this area is that Judiciary members will naturally fight 
to defend student rights. This is a healthy trend, yet 
carried to extremes it can become dangerous. Unless 
members remain fair-minded and impartial, the Judici¬ 
ary can destroy itself through its own ineffectiveness. 

Electing competent members, however, will not in 
itself insure an effective Judiciary. More than that, the 
students must be willing to accept the increased respon¬ 
sibility and must take an active interest in upholding 
the standards of the college. Only in this way will the 
Judiciary grow strong enough to one day become the 
main judicial body in a Juniata honor system.

THE TRIAL HEAT BEGINS —In an at¬ 
mosphere clouded with recent and in¬ 
creased world tensions 
and the ever pressing 
problem of the slumping 
national economy, poli¬ 
tical leaders across the 
country are setting them¬ 
selves for the tough mid¬ 
term election battle 
which comes this fall. The 
Democrats observe this 
election with confidence 
as the trial heat for the future Presidenti¬ 
al jackpot in 1960. Not only will this forth¬ 
coming election be a test of party 
strengths, but it will also be a proving 
ground for prospective national ticket- 
heads who will be running this fall for 
key positions in their respective states. 


The Democrats are basing their current 
optimism on • three basic assumptions 
which they believe will be the gravy train 
that will ride them into office. These three 
fundamental issues are: that the recession 
still will be riding strong in November, 
that the unrest in the farm belt over 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson’s policies 
will be reflected in the mid-West voting, 
and finally that there will be no diver¬ 
gence from the long term trend which 
gives the party out of control the edge in 
the off-year elections. 

As the Congressional balance stands 
now, the Democrats have 43 seats while 
the Republicans 47 seats in the Senate, 
whereas in the House the Democrats hold 
a commanding majority of 232 seats while 
the Republicans only claim 198 seats. The 
Democrats would also like very much to 


hold their present 29 to 19 lead in the 
state governorships. They are out to pick 
up sixteen Senate seats this fall along with 
about 45 House seats up for grabs. 

If the Democrats can fulfill their goal, 
they will have driven the Republican 
strength to it’s lowest ebb since 1944. The 
Republicans silently view this dark poli¬ 
tical picture with apprehension and are 
working hard to stop the Democrats from 
reaching their objectives. The Republicans 
will not concede their now held Congress¬ 
ional seats and are basing their hopes on a 
business upswing by mid-summer which 
will balk Democratic maneuvers. They 
are also aiming for a few Democratic held 
governorships which are normally held by 
Republicans. 

In Pennsylvania, ihe Democrats are out 
to gain a Senate seat being vacated by the 


retirinq Senator Edward Martin. Republi¬ 
can. The Senate primary race will be de¬ 
cided in May with Republican Hugh Scott 
running against retiring Governor George 
Leader. The gubernatorial primaries will 
most likely see Harold Stassen pitted 
against Democratic Mayor David Law¬ 
rence of Pittsburgh. The Republicans are 
hoping that ihe split within the Democra¬ 
tic organization will off-set the economic 
trends to give them a chance to break 
even in the once Republican stronghold 
of Pennsylvania. 

Though the elections are still in the dis¬ 
tant future, the political battle has already 
begun and is steadily mounting in fervor 
and intensity. Unless the national picture 
takes a change for the better, I am afraid 
the Democrats will have a political heyday 
in this fall’s elections.

Atomic Test Ban - Another Russian Hoax

THE PROPAGANDA MOVE— Last month 
Premier Khrushchev made a startling vic¬ 
tory in the East-West 
propaganda war by an¬ 
nouncing that Russia had 
stopped all nuclear tests 
as a positive step towards 
world .peace. Of course 
with this unilateral test 
ban Russia invited the 
United States to also fol¬ 
low her move by calling 
a halt to our own forth¬ 
coming nuclear tests in the Pacific. Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower rejected Khrushchev’s 
move due to it’s vagueness and question of 
real significance. The President also point¬ 
ed out the US proposals already rejected 
by Russia, such as the “atoms for peace” 
plan of 1953 and the “open skies” plan of 


1955. Before we agree to any test ban we 
want concrete assurance of specific con¬ 
trol measures for checking Russia and the 
sincerity of her nuclear ban proposals. 

The move by Russia has developed out 
of the contrasting differences between the 
United States and Russia's military slra- 
tegy. It is recognized that Russia has a 
superior group strength to that of the 
US, the figures being 10 million troops 
plus its satellites to 8U million for the U. S. 
and her allies. Thus the United Stales has 
been relying more on advanced nuclear 
weapons both for herself and her Euro¬ 
pean allies to counteract Ruussia's nume¬ 
rical strength. 

It was to Russia’s advantage to try to 
neutralize the West’s atomic strength by 
pressing demands for a ban on both nu¬ 
clear tests, and ultimately, nuclear wea¬ 
pons. Thus Russia’s surprise move has not 


fallen on unattentive and unsympathetic 
ears. Both in the East and West there is 
the devastating fear of nuclear weapons 
and the fall-out from these radioactive 
tests. Consequently, up to this week Rus¬ 
sia had made a definite propaganda vic¬ 
tory on the nuclear tests issue. 

However, on April 13 Denmark's leading 
newspaper. The Berlingshe Tilende, stated, 
"the recent Soviet nuclear tests had to be 
broken off because of a catastrophic ac¬ 
cident." According to information obtain¬ 
ed from Moscow through Copenhagen, ah 
alleged accident had occured in which vast 
radioactive fall-out had covered parts of 
Russia, and Russia could not risk continu¬ 
ing the nuclear testing without serious 
defects. 

The reaction to this Danish information 
brought no official comment from the 


Atomic Energy Commission, but Senator 
Hubert Humphrey stated that there was 
a great deal of evidence to support the 
Danish report. He called the Soviet tests 
“the dirtiest radioactive ■ debris tests the 
world has ever known.” He also stated 
that “heavy fall-out has already fallen on 
Scandinavia, northern Europe, Japan and 
even parts of the United States.” 

Thus as the nuclear test question further 
develops and the effects of Russia’s propa¬ 
ganda are further evaluated on the inter¬ 
national scene, it looks as though some of 
the hot air may have been taken out of 
Khrushchev’s latest propaganda balloon. 
If a definite report can be made on the 
real cause of Russia’s nuclear suspension, 
then the free world will have caught 
Russia trying to pull a fast one with her 
so-called peace proposal of nuclear test 
bans.

The High Cost Of Education 


A Freedom To Value 

THIS IS Academic Freedom Week at Juniata—an 
annual program observed on college campuses through¬ 
out the country. Its purpose is to challenge the student 
to re-define and re-evaluate academic freedom and its 
value for him. 

This is a difficult task at Juniata where the right of 
the teacher and the student to search for truth is not 
now a vital issue. We have not seen students expelled 
and teachers discharged because of “unpopular” opinions 
or associations; we have not seen special inquisitions oi 
teachers who have refused to take a loyalty oath; we 
have not seen students unduly restricted in their choice 
of speakers to bring on campus. Had we experienced 
these things, academic freedom would undoubtedly 
hold more meaning for.us. 

But the problem being not close to us does not; 
mean that we should ignore it or underestimate its im¬ 
portance. Without the right of free inquiry and discus¬ 
sion, learning becomes merely a farce. Thus, wherever 
academic freedom is found, it must be preserved by all 
those concerned with education—students, faculty and 
administration. It must be constantly reclaimed by each 
student generation. 

For this to be done, students must continually de¬ 
fend such basic principles as (1) the right to petition the 
administration for changes in curriculum, faculty and 
school regulations, (2) the right of the whole student 
body to elect its officers, (3) the right of students to 
organize associations for political social or athletic pur¬ 
poses, (4) the right of student organizations to select 
their own faculty advisors and (5) the right of students 
to have their off-campus behavior free , from adminis¬ 
trative control. 


With the recent $100 boost in Juniata’s cost of 
tuition, the following article reprinted from the Cor¬ 
nell Daily Sun should provide some food for thought 
for hard-hit students and their families. 

• “The tuition raises and increases in faculty salaries 
listed at Harvard University point up dramatically the 
present financial crisis for colleges throughout the 
nation. Harvard announced a tuition raise from $1,000 to 
$1,250 and a concordant salary rise which puts full pro¬ 
fessor pay at an average of $15,000. 

The student must pay; there is no question about 
that. For, as Columbia president Grayson Kirk says, 
‘Educational costs have risen sharply, the necessity for 
increase in faculty salaries for the maintenance of the 
highest teaching standards has become more pronounced 
and the nation’s need for trained leaders has reached 
what is virtually a state -of emergency.’ To meet these 
crises, the government is trying to create the first major 
federal education program, private companies are put¬ 
ting a great deal of money into colleges, and alumni are 
being continually pressed for annual giving—yet the 
fact remains that these three sources are not enough. 
It is the stuudent that muust make up the deficiency. 

We hope that the American student will recognize 
this, will appreciate this, when his tuition costs go up, 
as they are sure to do within a few years. It is an un¬ 
deniable trend in American education, one that will 
eventually put the nation’s colleges, and, equally im¬ 
portant, the nation’s faculties, in their proper place. For 
it has been too long that higher education has occupied 
a secondary place in the mind—and pocketbook—of the 
American public; it is time that its true worth' is recog¬ 
nized and, hard though it may seem, paid for.”

Ike's Plan Creates Congressional Storm. 


herb deuchar: News Of The Week In Retrospect 


THE REORGANIZATION PROPOSAL— 

Two weeks ago President Eisenhower sent 
his plan for the reorgani¬ 
zation of the Pentagon to 
Congress, which imme¬ 
diately touched off a 
sharp debate led by Carl 
Vinson, chairman of the 
house armed services 
committee. Eisenhower 
summed up his proposed 
plan by ' stating, “The 
waging of war by sepa¬ 
rate ground, sea and air forces is gone for¬ 
ever .. .We must achieve unity of our 
fighting forces.” The President wishes to 
tighten the loosely unified commands of 
our armed services so that there will be 
less divided authority, a more efficiently 
coordinated defense system. 

In his proposal, Eisenhower wishes to 
give full control of the services, commands 


and military operations to the Secretary 
of Defense who would issue unified orders 
instead of each individual service head. 
The Secretary would also be able to trans¬ 
fer appropriations from one servicce to 
another. This proposal is supposed to eli¬ 
minate interservice rivalry and give a uni¬ 
fied purpose to our country's defenses. The 
role of the present Joint Chiefs of Staff 
would be as planners with the Defense 
Secretary, as well as coordinators to their 
own service branch. 

The President believes that “it is impos¬ 
sible any longer to diffuse strategic plan¬ 
ning and control of military operations 
among these competing services... 
Modern war demands complete unity." 
This does not mean that each separate 
service will lose its indentity, but they 
will still recruit, train and equip their 
own branches with the exception of being 


able to propose their own recommenda¬ 
tions to Congress or advance special in¬ 
terests. 

The President has been applying a great 
deal of pressure in Congress to get his ob¬ 
jectives passed and it has worked general¬ 
ly in the Senate. But in the House Carl 
Vinson is leading a strong opposition to 
block the President's plan. Here the Presi¬ 
dent's proposal has been dubbed a "Prus¬ 
sian-styled* reorganization, and as Carl 
Vinson sees it, "The Department of De¬ 
fense is essentially sounded... After all, 
the country won the last war." 

In an age when this country is faced 
with a highly organized and.coordinated 
military opposition we can no longer look 
back and say the structure of defense will 
do it again for us. We must adjust to meet 
the times. We can no longer sit securely 


behind our natural barriers of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans under the able, but 
still diffused and confusingly coordinated, 
defense system. We must recognize that 
Russia has a highly capable military sys¬ 
tem and is quite able to give the United 
States a run for her money in the event 
of war. But this country won’t have much 
of'a chance if it takes us time to coordi¬ 
nate military plans or conciliate divided 
opinions through a poorly controlled com¬ 
mand system. Thus President Eisenhower, 
a highly capable military expert himself, 
sees the need for a reorganization of our 
higher defense command system to make 
it “an effective competent defense struc- 
ture” which will strengthen our present 
military setup and preserve our country’s 
safety and security in a world of increased 
hostility and threatening agression.

The Mid-Winter Dance 

ADMINISTRATIVE approval of a mid-winter dance 
was welcome news to many Juniatians. Students have 
long realized the gap in social activities between the 
Christmas Dance and the one culminating the May Day 
activities, and were glad to hear that the administration 
found no objection in scheduling another dance in the 
interim. 

Juniatians are eager to make this dance a worth¬ 
while affair and several have expressed a desire not to 
have just any band but a big name band provide the 
music .The Charity Ball is now the only event of the 
year in which students can hear firsthand and dance to 
some really fine music. However, they have no voice in 
determining what band will play or when the event will 
be. 

We realize that the college or Student Senate 
could not possibly pay the sizable fee that hiring such 
i band would entail, but many students have expressed 
■heir willingness to pay an admission fee to help cover 
the cost. If the majority of the students are of this opi¬ 
nion, then we see no reason why a big-name band could 
not be acquired for the mid-winter dance. 

Many colleges such as Penn State constantly provide 
opportunities for their students to hear professional 
bands and the students from Juniata as well as Penn 
State flock to these dances, and pay willingly the cost. 
We would like to see Juniata provide such an opportu¬ 
nity for her students. 

Students appreciate the present system in which 
the cost of all the dances is included in the initial acti¬ 
vity fee and doubtless do not want to change this basic 
plan. Certainly paying admission for all the dances 
would not be agreeable. But sponsoring a dance once a 
year, such as the proposed mid-winter one, with music 
provided by a nationally known orchestra would be a 
great addition to social life at Juniata and certainly is 
not an innovation in the social programs of many small 
Alleges such as Juniata. 


61s Too Salient 

IT is no credit to the class of ’61 to still have signs 
of freshman days activities marring the campus.

Tito Denounces Soviet Interference 


herb deuchar: News Of The Week In Retrospect 


THE LATEST RIFT — Last week an¬ 
other disruptive phase in Soviet-Yugoslav 
relations took place when 
Moscow sternly criticized 
Tito’s action and policy. 

Khrushchev denounced 
Tito’s brand of national¬ 
istic communism as “ar¬ 
bitrary and criticizes the 
unity of the invincible 
Communist camp headed 
by the Soviet Union." Ti¬ 
to has a toned down form 
of communism in Yugoslavia today with 
decentralized state controls, and, most 
heretical of all to communist theory, “na¬ 
tionalistic communism.” 

A week ago Tuesday Yugoslavia open¬ 
ed its Communist League congress with 


a program which magnified Tito’s form 
of communism. It took little time before 
the leaders of Soviet Russia were criticiz¬ 
ing and denouncing the theory and state¬ 
ments uttered at this Yugoslav congress. 
Tito’s reasoning was denounced as “non- 
Leninist reasoning,” “nonsense” and 
“wrong statement." Tito struck back ver- 
berally at the “shortsightedness and tact¬ 
lessness in meddling in Yugoslavia’s af¬ 
fairs.” Tito also made an appeal to the 
Soviet Union to steer clear of the Stalin¬ 
ist methods which “in the past proved fa¬ 
tal.” 

Soviet Russia could not let this here¬ 
tical doctrine of Tito’s pass by without 
challenging it. A doctrine such as this 
could be highly inflammatory to Russia’s 


satellite bloc. Khurshchev wants a firm 
grip on all of his subject countries and 
therefore, must discredit the Titoist idea 
logy before it has any effect, especially 
on the uncertain status of Poland. 

ANOTHER FRENCH CABINET FALLS; 

After much divergent pressure had 
strained Premier Gaillard’s government 
a week ago over the Algerian question, 
the Cabinet fell due to lack of political 
support. Soon after Gaillard had resigned 
from office, President Coty began to look 
for a new Premier of France. At first 
Georges Bidaut was asked to attempt to 
form a Cabinet but failed with his “tough 
policy” towards Algeria and did not gain 
sufficient support. Thus President Coty 
turned to a more conciliatory faction in 


France led by past Premier Rene Plev¬ 
en. Pleven believes in a broad policy to¬ 
wards the French colony of Algeria begin¬ 
ning with direct talks with President 
Bourguiba of Tunisia over the Algerian 
problem. Pleven advocates negotiations 
with the Algerian rebels plus a firmer 
declaration of French sovereigny in Al¬ 
geria. 

Pleven’s status is still uncertain, and 
action will be taken soon on his bid for the 
Premiership. As foreign expert observe it 
France will soon have to take a liberal 
stand towards North Africa, or possiblby 
lose complete control of her colonial pos¬ 
sessions. At the moment the crux of the 
matter seems to lie in France’s ability to 
form a government able to successfully 
cope with the Algerian problem.

Ike Proposes Pole To Pole Peace Pacts 


THE ARCTIC INSPECTION PLAN — A 

week ago Russia’s U. N. delegate Arhady 
Sobolev filed a formal 
protest against the United ! 

States for flying H-bomb ' 
laden strategic Air Com- : 
mand bombers up over i 
the Arctic Circle,'calling j 
the flights “provocative i 
and a grave threat to ] 
peace.” The surprise Sov- I 
iet move was another of¬ 
fensive attack in the 
East-West propaganda war. 

Last Monday President Eisenhower sent 
a note to the Kremlin leaders proposing a 
“northern zone of international inspection 
against surprise attack. ” The proposal was 
also submitted before the United Nations 



the next day by the U. S. delegate, Henry 
Cabot Lodge. The crux of the U. S. propo¬ 
sal is to provide a “cordon sanitaire” up 
in the Arctic Circle which would include 
within the proposed arc Alaska, the Aleu¬ 
tian and Kurile Islands and the Kamchat¬ 
ka Peninsula. Within this area is situated 
the U. S., Canadian and Soviet air bas¬ 
es ready to strike at the heart of each 
other in the event of war. 

A harsh debate followed in the U. N. 
Security Council with Sweden proposing 
an amendment that would couple the in¬ 
spection plan along with disarmament 
talks. It was an attempt, to sweeten tile 
pill for Russia. But after a hot verbal 
struggle between Lodge and Sobolev, the 
measure was defeated by a Russian veto. 
With this vote, Russia has crushed a seri¬

ous attempt to ease world tensions and has 
received a propaganda setback. Even more 
important, the Soviet vote has placed a 
more pronounced effect on the possible 
summit conference issue, Russia will only 
discuss such proposals and issues at a top- 
level summit conference. The West to call 
Russia’s bluff should press firmly for a 
summit conference, whereby they can 
either expose Russia’s unwillingness, or 
even better, come to a logical, peaceful un¬ 
derstanding of the present world issues. 

THE ANTARCTIC TREATY BID— May 3 

the United States put forth a treaty plan 
to 11 nations to preserve Antarctica as a 
continent for scientific research and not 
as a future battleground. The plan was 
sent to the 11 nations who have claims in 


Antarctica and who are also participating 
in the International Geophysical Year re¬ 
search program. Under the proposal, all 
the territorial claims in Antarctica would 
remain v in “status quo” and no new claims 
would be allowed. The aim of the treaty 
is to “assure the continuation of the fruit¬ 
ful scientific cooperation already under 
way.” The United Nations would also take 
the responsibility of conducting peaceful 
relations between the territorial claimants 
in Antarctica. The proposal has been re¬ 
ceived by many nations as a peaceful and 
satisfactory solution to the growing prob¬ 
lem of the status in Antarctica. Only with 
sincere cooperation of all nations can a 
plan such as this fully function in a peace¬ 
ful manner.

Editorially Speaking . , . 

Ruling Too Rigid 

RECENT chapel programs in which exceptionally 
good speakers have been limited to 20 minutes dramati¬ 
cally illustrates the need for a more flexible policy con¬ 
cerning hour chapels. 

Some years ago the public events committee set the 
number of hour chapels allowed per year at six, but 
now with the increased amount of “cultural” chapels, 
this rule has proven inadequate and a real deterrent to 
students getting the most out of the chapel programs. 
Last week many students were shocked to discover this 
policy so rigid that even such a fine speaker as Bishop 
Oxnam could be permitted only 20 minutues. 

The JUNIATIAN would like to see the hour chapel 
limit raised to a more realistic figure or, better yet, the 
whole policy made more flexible to accommodate un¬ 
expected speakers who deserve more than 20 minutes. 

If outstanding speakers per year exceed the num¬ 
ber of six, it is ridiculous to unduly limit their time be¬ 
cause of a now obsolete ruling. Certainly the few min¬ 
utes lost in class periods on such days is time well-spent. 

Students have expressed a strong objection to hour 
chapels twice a week as a solution to the problem be¬ 
cause of its involving afternoon classes. The majority of 
of Juniatians are strongly adverse to this idea. Right now 
the only answer seems to be a general relaxing of the 
present overly-rigid policy to accommodate special 
speakers who obviously deserve more time.

"Tables Down Tonight" 

IT is a marked inconvenience to have at least nine 
tables taken down each night in the college dining halls. 
Many students, often with their tables down twice a 
week, strongly object to the increasing number of empty 
tables. And they are justified in their feeling, for 72 
people is too large a number to have no assigned seat 
in the dining halls every night. 

Yet the head waitress has aptly pointed out that 
even with the usual number of tables down, every eve¬ 
ning there are still many vacancies. Tables are taken 
down in proportion to the number of absent students 
and thus as vacancies increase, so do the number of 
tables taken down. It is a spiraling process, since the 
majority of students whose tables are down then do not 
bother going to the meal. As a result, as less people eat 
their meals in the dining halls, more and more tables 
go down. 

A big step toward alleviating this problem would 
be for all students whose tables are down to attend the 
meal. If this were done, no doubt extra tables would 
have to be set and thus the next time a smaller number 
taken down. The best way to increase the number of 
tables set each meal is merely for more students to at¬ 
tend. 

This whole process has its beginning in September 
when the original number of tables to be taken down is 
decided by the number of vacancies. Then when the pro¬ 
cess has begun and those with no assigned tables do 
not come to meals, the number grows to its present 
huge proportions. 

The crux of the whole matter lies with the great 
mass of students who fail to come each night merely 
because they don’t care to. If these people were there, 
no tables would go down. The only way to defeat this 
basic problem is to raise the quality of food to such a 
standard that there would seldom be a desire on the 
part of anyone to stay away from meals. Until this day 
dawns, the best thing for students to do is to come to 
meals when their tables are down and thus force them 
back up again.

NATO Shows Strength By Unified Policy News Of The Week In Retrospect 


THE COPENHAGEN MEETING—In an 

air of uncertainty and divisions, the for¬ 
eign ministers of the fif¬ 
teen NATO nations met 
last week at their an¬ 
nual meeting in Copen¬ 
hagen, Denmark, to bols¬ 
ter and restrengthen their 
position against Soviet 
diplomatic, as well as 
propaganda moves. The 
NATO members had been 
divided over the issue of 
a summit conference, and Russia had tried 
desperately to widen the split between 
the Western alliance nations. The division 
had occured over the United States’ re¬ 
luctance to negotiate with Russia, while 
the European allies wished to take a more 
liberal view towards Russia’s “peace over¬ 
tures.” 

Bui within the time from the Iasi NATO 


meeting io this recent conference, much 
water has run under the diplomatic bridge 
of world affairs. In recent months the U. 
S. made diplomatic success by proposing 
to Russia the Arctic Inspection Plan, as 
well as diplomatic negotations for a possi¬ 
ble future summit conference. It was in 
this atmosphere that the NATO foreign 
ministers met, in a more harmonious and 
confident body. 

At the meeting, the allied leaders in¬ 
vestigated thoroughly the West’s position 
in negotiating with Moscow. Led by Sec¬ 
retary of State John Foster Dulles, British 
Foreign Minister Selwyn Lloyd and U. S. 
Ambassador to Moscow Llewellyn Thomp¬ 
son, the NATO nations came to these uni¬ 
fied conclusions: a more cautious appro¬ 
ach will be taken towards a summit meet¬ 
ing, with definite preliminary negotia¬ 
tions taking place first, an offensive move 
to break the disarmament deadlock by 


presenting a plan for “controlled nuclear 
tests suspension independent of nuclear 
productions” and, finally a more calcu¬ 
lated view towards the issues of nuclear 
disarmament, disengagement and nonag¬ 
gression pacts. 

The meeting at Copenhagen left the 
West girded in a unified policy towards 
Russia, throwing down the gauntlet to 
Russia to show its faith in easing East- 
West tensions. Out of a maze of disunity 
the Western allies have rejuvenated them¬ 
selves and have dealt Russia a possible 
diplomatic and propaganda defeat. Coupl¬ 
ed by the Soviet diplomatic blun'ders of 
past weeks, the NATO organization has 
been able to heal its differences and achi¬ 
eve a greater degree of unity towards 
Red aggression. 

REPUBLICAN CAMPAIGN KICKOFF— 

In an atmosphere dimmed by current poli¬ 
tical issues. President Eisenhower kicked 
off the GOP campaign last week. Against 


an ever-increasing Democratic offensive, 
the President desperately tried to rally 
the Grand Old Party to the coming poli¬ 
tical fight. In his rally speech Ike only 
stepped into the political grena by stat¬ 
ing, “the American people . know that 
Republicanism is simply another way of 
saying responsible government.” 

But sit seems as though there are slim 
pickings for the Republicans in the wav 
of political issues. Former President Tru¬ 
man has been leading the Democratic of¬ 
fensive stating, “I don’t believe the people 
will be gullible enough again to fall for 
the Republican Administration. The peo¬ 
ple are tired of getting liberal pep talks 
and reactionary policies.” Unless some 
spectacular moves are made by the Re¬ 
publicans, the political horizon looks very 
black. As one correspondent put it, “un¬ 
less the Democrats make some horrible 
mistakes, the Democrats seem to have the 
November elections sewed up.”

Admissions For '62 


CONTRARY to current rumors circulating around 
campus, Juniata is planning to admit a freshman class 
of 225 next year—a figure no larger than ones in the 
recent past. 

False rumors that 250 or 300 will constitute the class 
of ’62 originate because students do not fully under¬ 
stand the complicated and devious process the admis¬ 
sions office must go through before the desired 225 can 
be acquired. For example, few people realize that only 
a little over half of the acceptances actually come to 
Juniata. Many withdrawals come in both before and after 
the $50 deposit is paid, largely because the majority of 
applicants apply to three or four colleges. 

Figures given to the JUNIATIAN by director of ad¬ 
missions Kenneth Wenger support these facts. From a 
total of 658 applications, 357 were accepted. As of May 
12, there were 79 withdrawls, leaving 278, 93 of which’, 
however, have not as yet paid the $50 deposit. Needless 
to say, the majority of these will constitute withdrawls. 
As you can see, it is a difficult task for the admissions 
office to judge just how many applications to accept in

Views At SMU 


AFTER Juniata’s focus on academic freedom a few 
weeks ago, we were interested-to learn through the 
Associated Collegiate Press of Southern Methodist Uni¬ 
versity’s struggle with the problem. 

John Gates, former editor of the Communist news¬ 
paper, the Daily Worker, spoke at SMU April 23 on the 
subject Why I Left The Communist Party. After he was 
invited, overwhelming -criticism and a multitude of pro¬ 
tests flooded the administration, many in the form of 
withdrawn financial support. Although the majority of 
students were opposed to the invitation and considered 
it “untimely and in poor taste”, they agreed grudgingly 
to back up “the mistake” and attend the meeting. 

However, they agreed to take the precautionary- 
measures of eliminating the dinner scheduled for Gates 
because it might appear he was being honored, notify¬ 
ing the FBI that Gates was in town and prohibiting him 
to make a formal address—only introductory remarks 
followed by questions from SMU professors. 

Just what is SMU afraid of? The actions of the col¬ 
lege and its supporters seem to reveal an immature ap¬ 
proach to the problem. Surely they must realize that 
if we become afraid of ideas, we are losing faith in 
democracy which needs a free play of ideas to ultima¬ 
tely triumph over Communism, 


order to get the desired final figure of 225. Understand¬ 
ably, a substantial-margin above this figure must be ad¬ 
mitted. 

The question arises, however, whether 225 is still 
too large a number to admit, considering the available 
housing space. But again we must remember that in 
order to have a graduating class of 100, almost twice 
that amount must be admitted as freshmen because of 
the high mortality rate throughout the four years. Yet 
housing space must always be the first consideration. 

ACording to Dean Bechtell, there is no problem with 
the women. She can comfortably accommodate the ex¬ 
pected 100, with only a few of the largest rooms hous¬ 
ing three students and still 25 single rooms available 
However, it seems to be a different story with the men. 
Rooms in the Cloister have been tripled up, with five 
men living in thee “ranch” next year. A total of 70 will 
be rooming off campus. It is unfair to house students 
under such crowded conditions. We realize that a new 
dormitory is definitely included in the future building 
program, yet we urge that until the men’s housing is 
expanded, such a number not be admitted to cause 
unduly crowded conditions. The students deserve this 
much, especially with costs rising year by year. 

The JUNIATIAN wanted to publicize the fact that 
admissions was working toward a freshman class of 225, 
not 300, yet also to raise the question whether this fig¬ 
ure is still too high, taking into consideration the avail¬ 
able dormitory space and the comfort of the present 
student body.
